Belgian  Troops  and  Second  British  Army  Combine 

in  Strong  Drive  Against  German  Defences 

Near  Coast — Advance  of  Nearly  Four 

Miles  Made — Two  Lines  Carried. 


ALLIES  CAPTURE 
HOUTHULST  WOOD 


Four  Thousand  Prisoners  Are  Taken,  While  Booty 

Includes  Battery  of   l50  Millimetre  Guns, 

With  Others  of  Heavy  Calibre — Many 

German  Dead  are  Seen  on  Field. 


I.(3NDON,  Sept.  28. — In  their  attack  today  to  between 
Vpres  and  Dixmude  the  Belgians  made  an  advance  of  more 
than  three  and  a  half  miles,  taking  4,000  prisoners.  The 
official  communication  from  Belgian  headquarters  tonighjt 
says: 

"We  attacked  this  morning  between  Dixmude  and  north 
of  Ypres,  after  violent  artillery  preparation  in  co-operation 
with  French  and  British  batteries, 

'The  British  fleet  bombarded  the  enemy  coastal  defences 
and  points  of  communication.  The  Belgian  and  British 
infantry  then  advanced  and  attacked  the  positions.  We  cap- 
tured all  the  organized  lines  of  defence  in  the  first  position. 
Crossing  this,  we  carried  the  second  position,  which  was 
strongly  organized.  ^ 

"Des-pite  the  resistance  and  vain  counter-attacks  against 
the  Staden  railway  we  captured  the  whole  forest  of  Houthulst. 

"We  captured. territory  to  the  line  of  Woumen,  Pierkens- 
hoek,  Schaep,  Baillie  and  Broodseyende. 

"The  advance  amounted  to  more  than  six  kilometres,  and 
four  thousand  prisoners  were  taken  by  the  Belgians.  The 
booty,  which  has  not  yet  been  counted,  includes  a  complele 
battery  of  150  millimetre  and  crfhcr  heavy  calibre  guns  and 
important  material.  The  number  of  dead  bodies  in  the  field 
shows  the  extent  of  the  enemy  losses." 

In  his  report  today  Field  Marshal  Haig  said:    . 

"Operations  by  the  British  Second  Army  in  Flanders  were 
commenced  this,  morning  in  conjunction  with  the  Belgian 
army.    They  will  be  reported  in  the  Belgian  communication." 


HAVOC  WROUGHT 
WITH  AIRPLANES 


LONDON.  Sept.  28.— The 
British  aerial  communication 
tonifht  for   Friday   says: 

"Twenty-two  German  ma- 
chines and  eight  balloons  were 
shot  down  by  our  airmen. 
Twenty  enemy  machines  were 
driven  down  out  of  control  in 
the  course  of  the  air  fighting. 
Another  machine  was  destroyed 
by  anti-aircraft  fire. 

"Nineteen  of  our  machines 
are  misafaiK.''

BRITISH  HBADQTTAUTKUa  IN 
FRANCE,  Sept.  28— British  forces 
adopted  R  novel  method  In  fording 
the  C*nal  du  Nord  Irt  their  drive 
northwest  of  Cambral.  The  waterway 
la  a  formidable  obstacle.  125  feet  wide 
and  45  feet  deep  and  could  only  be 
crossed  at  three  points. 

The  Canadians  since  early  In  the 
month  had  held  a  bridirehead  at 
Marqulon.  The  British  acquired  a 
I  second  bridgehead  at  Hnvrlncourt.  It 
remained  to  find  a  method  of  crosH- 
inc  thr  canal  in  the  centre  of  the  at- 
tack of  the  direction  of  Moeuvres, 
where  there  was  no  bridgehead. 

The  artillery  by  dawn  had  destroy- 
ed the  masonry  banks  of  the  canal. 
Then  several  superannuated  Unks, 
on  the  top  of  which  was  neoeasary 
gear  for  the  constmetlon  of  bridires.

In  a  local  opera- 
tion, we  gained  some  ground  and  took 
150  prisoners.  Including  four  officers.

The  Germans  had  prepared  a  trap 
Jt  i"'ort  Malmaison,  bui  the  explosion 
did  no  damage  to  the  French  troops, 
thanks  to  precautions  that  had  been 
taken. 

Latest  reports  from  the  Cham- 
pagne front  say  that  tho  battle  con- 
tinues with  the  utmorit  violence.  The 
Germans  are  making  a  desperate 
stand  there  to  enable  the  retirement 
of  ft.rces  gravely  threatened  ut  other 
points  along  the  front.  The  Impres- 
sion this  evening  Is  that  the  enemy  la 
piaklns  great  efforts  to  wltndraw  bis 
forces  to  the  secondary  position  c<\ 
the    Hindenburg   line. 

The  enemy  Is  fighting  with  the  en- 
ergy of  despair  In  front  of  General 
Oouraud's  army.

TEUTONS  SHOW 

MUCH  ANXIETY 

OVER  POSITION 

AM.STERDAM.  Sept.  38. — German 
and  Austrian  papers  reflect  extren  # 
anxiety  concerning  the  military  situ- 
ation, and  especially  the  Bulgarian 
request  for  an-  armistice.  The  Neue 
Freie  Presse  of  Vienna  saya  Austria 
has  taken  all  measures  to  make  cer- 
tain that  reinforcements  shall  reach 
the  scene  of  operations  at  the  ear- 
liest moment  and  give  the  Bulgarian 
army   the   utmost  support. 

"We  are  Justified  In  aasuming  that 
a  new  front  will  be  established,  in- 
suring our  eastern  communications," 
it  aays. 

A  nU«grank  Trom  Vienna  reports 
the  arrival  there  of  two  of  King  Fer- 
dinand's daughters,  and  says  that 
Emperor  Charles  held  a  long  confer- 
ence with  Premier  Wekerle  on  the 
situation. 

Vorwaerts.  the  Socialist  organ,  goes 
so  fan;  as  to  deal  with  the  possibility 
j)t  the  collapse  of  the  German  de- 
fence on  the  Western  front  and  earn- 
estly appeals  to  Socialists  to  help  the 
German   people   r;emaln  steadfast. 


LONDON,  Sept.  28— The  German 
and  Austrian  press  hasj  been  notified 
that  troops  are  being  sent  to  strength- 
en the  Bulgarian  front,  according  to 
special  dispatches  to  the  London  news- 
papers from  Holland,  which  say  it 
may  be  part  of  the  Internal  propaganda 
which  represented  Premier  Malinoff  of 
Bulgaria  as  playing  a  lone  hand  in  his 
bid  to  the  Bntente  for  an  armistice  and 
eventual  peace. 

The  Telegraph's  Rotterdam  corres- 
pondent mentions  a  report  from  Berlin 
-of  an  imminent  Bulgarian  coup  d'  etat 
In  response  to  the  anti-war  agitation 
among  the  bulk  of  the  people.  The 
same  correspondent  hears  that  King 
Ferdinand  hlnuielf  played  an  active 
role  In  Bulgaria's  peace  move,  until 
Germany  countered  him. 

To  Imprcea  Sofia  People 

LONDON,  Sept.  28.— Great  masses  of 
German  troops  are  on  their  way  to  Bul- 
garia and  will  pass  through  Sorta  so 
the  Bulgarian  population  will  see  that 
forces  are  being  sent  to  their  assist- 
ance, an  E^xchange  Telegraph  fopen- 
bagen  dispatch  quoting  the  Dtutsche 
Tages  Zeltung  of  Berlin  says. 

"It  must,  therefore,  be  hoped  that 
the  King  and  the  pro-German  elements 
must  again  soon  be  masters  of  rhe 
situation,"  Theodore  Wolff  is  quoted  as 
wriUng  in   the  Berlin  Tageblatt.

CANADIAN  TROOPS  HAVE  ADVANCED

Their  Employment  Materially 
Helps  Operations  on  Amer- 
ican Front — Inexperienced 
Birds  Do  Their  Work  Well. 


WITH  THE  AMlERlCAX  \RMY 
NORTHWEST  OP  VERDUN.  Friday, 
Sept.  27.— (By  the  Associated  Press.)  — 
Carrier  pigeons  have  proved  them- 
selves of  Inestimable  value  in  the  pres- 
ent ofltenaive  by  supplanting  telephone 
and  telegraph  wires  connecting  the  ad- 
vaced  posts  with  the  bases  at  the  rear. 
The  birds  have  been  used  freely  and 
have  repeatedly  flown  from  outposts  to 
the  divisional  or  corps  headquarters 
with  messages  of  vital  hnportanee,- 
such  as  calls  for  a  barrage  Are,  news 
of  unexpected  dlfflcnltles  or  word  of  an 
advance. 

The  birds  were  carefully  trained  and 
tested  before  the  beginning  of  the  of- 
fensive. They  were  fed  especially  well 
at  the  base  stations  and  underfed  and 
neglected  at  the  front  bo  that  they 
would  return  to  the  bases  gladly  when 
released. 

•Part  of  the  pigeons  are  from  the 
French  army  and  part  from  the  Amer- 
ican. Some  talrdae  were  taken  over  by 
mLstalte  from  the  French,  and  it  was 
believed  they  had  too  little  training  to 
permit  them  to  travel  more  than  five 
miles.  They  were  released  from  tho 
front  line  with  important  messages  for 
a  point  twelve  mlle.s  away,  and  not- 
withstanding their  inexileriencc  all  the 
birds  succeeded  in  reaching  their  sta- 
tions.

LONDON,  Sept.  28. — Heavy  enemy  counter-attacks  around 
Beaucamp  on  the  Cambrai  front  were  repulsed  last  night  by  the  Brit- 
ish, according  to  Field  Marshal  Haig's  report  from  headquarters  thig 
evening.  This  morning  the  British  advanced  two  miles  beyond  thig 
ridge,  occupying  the  height  and  the  Welsh  ridges.  The  British  have 
captured  Marcoing,  Sailly  and  Palluel,  as  well  as  Noyelles,  Cantaing 
and  Fontaine-Notre  Dame. 
The  statement  reads : 

"The  operations  on  the  Cambrai  battle  front  have  progressed 
favorably.  The  right  divisions  engaged  in  heavy  fighting  last  night 
about  Beaucamp  ridge,  where  the  enemy  counter-attacked  strongly. 
"This  morning  they  overcome  the  resistance  of  German  infantf7 
and  pressed  forward  two  miles  beyond  it,  capturing  the  highly  organ- 
irtd  defensive  positions  known  as  the  Highland  and  Welsh  ridges. 
"Later  in  the  day  our  success  extended  to  the  south,  and  Gouzeau- 
court  was  captured.  ^ 

"During  the   morntng  also  a  York-      Verger.      At   the   same   time   the    66th 

Division,  pressing  northward  along 
the  canal,  captured  over  500  prison- 
ers In  the  defences  nartheaat  o( 
Sauchy-Cauchy. 

'These  operations,  have  been  ma- 
terially helped  by  the  admirable  work 
of  the  engineers.  Less  than  four 
hours  from  the  opening  of  the  as- 
sault. In  spite  of  hostile  shelinre, 
they  successfully  threw  across  the 
Canal  du  Nord  a  number  of  bridges 
capable  of  carrying  transport,  thus 
permittlna  our  advance  to  be  con- 
tinued without  cheek.

Troops  Confronting  General 
Gouraud's'Army  Show  Ex- 
treme Nervousness — French

At  Ralllencourt  strong  hostile 
counter-attacks  launched  by  tho  en- 
emy yesterday  evening  were  beaten 
back    with    loss. 

"Today  the  Canadians  gained  pos- 
session of  this  village  and  the  ad- 
joining village  of  Sailly.

"The  number  of  priuoners  and  guns 
captured   continues  to   Increase." 

The  text  of  the  afternoon  report

"Our  attack  yesterday  on  the  Cam- 
brai front  was  pressed  without  relax- 
ation until  a  late  hour.

—  Two 
trainloads  of  (Jerman  troops  were 
caught  by  the  tire  of  .American  bat- 
teries as  they  were  entering  Rrieull^s 
tills  afternoon.  When  the  shell  smoke 
cleared  away  only  a  few  of  the  Oer- 
mans  were  in  evidence. 

Kouth  of  the  .Meuse  in  the  region  of 
Vllosnes  the  Americans  captured  a 
large  amount  of  German  ammunition 
and  supplies. 

There  were  German  supply  stations 
of  various  kinds  In  the  region  of  Dan- 
nevoux.  from  which  the  enemy  was 
Unable  to  withdraw  his  msterlal  be- 
cause of  Are  from  American  long  range 
guns. 

At  Intervals  today  aviators  attacked 
Americans  In  this  sector  with  machine 
guns,  but  were  driven  off  by  the  anti- 
aircraft  forces.

WASHINGTON,  Sept.  28. — Spanish 
influenza  continues  to  spread  today  in 
army  canipa,  6,224  cases  having:  been 
reported  to  the  offices  of  the  8ur- 
greon-Oeneral  during  the  twenty-four- 
hour  period  ending  at  noon  yesterday. 
This  was  an  increaiie  of  62  5  over  the 
new  cases  reported  yesterday  and 
brought  the  total  for  all  oomps  to 
42,367.  Pneumonia  casea  ahowed  a 
alight  decrease,  717  new  oases  being 
reported  today  compared  with  7  33 
yesterday.  Deaths  today  were  170, 
njoBtly   from   pneumonia. 

Congress  today  appropriated  a  mil- 
lion dollars  tof  be  used  by  the  public 
health  service  In  fighting  Spanish  in- 
fluenza and  other  communicative  dla- 
eaoes,  and  directed  the  Secretaries  of 
AV'ar,  -ttfe  Navy  and  Treasury  to  uae 
their  medical  forces  of  the  army, 
navy  and  pulillc  health  services  in  aid- 
ing the   work   of  local  authorities. 

iMONTREAL,  Sept.  28. — Spanish  in- 
fluenzu  ha.s  now  broken  oht  in  epi- 
demic form  In  the  Montreal  barracks. 
It  waa  reported  yesterday  that  twenty 
canes  had  been  discovered  in  the  bar- 
racks here  and  it  was  feared  that  the 
Illness  would  spread  further.  Plans 
were  made' Immediately  to  deal  with 
a   possible   epidemic. 

SPOKANE,  Sept.  28.— Vigorous 
measures  to  combat  influenza  wer« 
outlined  at  the  seml-anpual  meeting 
of  the  .State  Jioard  t>f  Health  her;  to- 
day.

FUES  IN  WESI 
CHANGmATEGY 

General  March  Attributes  Ac- 
tion of  Bulgaria  to  Preven- 
tion of  German  Aid  Through 
Concentration  of  Armies. 


WASHINGTON,  Sept.  28.— Backed 
by  the  concentrated  offensive  power 
of  the  American  army,  united  mili- 
tary action  an  tiie  Western  front 
under  Marshal  Foch  has  forced  Bul- 
garia to  seelt  a  separate  peace,  In  the 
opinion  of  tieneral  March,  chief  of 
staff.  The  defection  of  Bulgaria, 
carrying  wltli  It  the  only  connectlnK 
link  between  Turkey  and  the  Central 
/•owers  and  foreshadowing  the  prob- 
able restoration  of  Roumanla  to  the 
lighting  ranks,  the  ciiief  of  staff  said 
today  in  his  weekly  conference,  is  due 
directly  to  the  massing  of  l'"rench, 
British  and  American  forces  on  the 
Western   front. 

"Last  week  I  told  you  that  the 
news  during  the  week  had  been  con- 
tinuously good,  salcj  tJenaral  Mar.ch. 
This  week  It  is  (-outlnuoiisly  better. 
The  defection  of  Bulgaria,  their  de- 
bire  for  a  separate  peace,  ia  not  only 
important  toward  the  conduct  of  the 
war  from  the  standpoint  of  diplom- 
acy and  its  general  effect  upon  the 
grand  strategy  of  the  war,  but  It  also 
illustrates  to  a  striking  degree  the  re- 
sults of  the  present  concentration  of 
forces  on  the  Western  front.  Prev- 
ious to  this  time,  whenever  any  part 
of  the  Central  Powers'  front  waa 
threatened,  it  waa  possible  for  Ger- 
many to  divert  some  German  divi- 
sions with  German  commanders  to 
the  threatened  front,  while  they  held 
the  Western  front  with  a  relatively 
smaller  force. 

"That  day  has  gone  past.  By  con- 
centrating the  entire  American  force 
on  the  Western  front,  that  force,  to- 
gether with  the  British  and  French 
armies  under  (General  Foch,  holds 
the  German  army  there,  and  we  see 
the  result  in  Bulgaria's  demand  for 
a  separate  peace. 

"The  obvious  impprtance  of  this 
move,  which  would  foreshadow  if  it 
goes  through,  the  isolation  of  Tur- 
key and  the  probable  re-entrance  of 
Roumanla  Into  the  war,  ffeeds  only 
to  be  mentioned.  It  is  perfectly  clear 
to  everybody." 


YUKON  NAVIGATION 

DRAWING  TO  CLOSE 

DAWSON,  T.T.,  Sept.  28. — Naviga- 
tion on  the  Yukon  River  is  drawing  to 
a  close  for  the  season  of  1918.  Ten  or 
twelve  days  more  will  see  the  last 
steamer  in  Winter  quarters  on  the  en- 
tire length  of  the  great  river.  Some 
already  have  finished  work.  Tho  last 
steamer  from  Dawson  for  Fairbanks, 
Ruby,  Kagle.  Idltarod,  Nenana  and 
other  lower  Yukon  points  left  here  <.n 
Tuesday.  Only  four  more  steamers 
arc  expected  to  arrive  iiere  from  the 
Lower  Yukon  points  this  season  and 
they  will  be  here  within  a  week  or  so. 

The  last  deliveries  of  freight  for 
the  American  Government  Railway 
construction  at  Nenana  are  naw  being 
completed. 

The  last  steamer  from  Dawson  for 
the  South  will  likely  leave  about  Oc- 
tober 10. 

The  weather  Is  exceptionally  mild 
and  the  season  unusually  late  and  fa- 
vorable for  late  sailings.  All  steam- 
ers now  going  have  capacity  loads  of 
passengers  In  the  Fall  exodus.  The 
last  steamer  from  White  Horse  for 
Dawson   leaves  about   October   8. 


BARON  BURIAN  MAY 

TRY  ANOTHER  NOTE 

PARIS,  Sept.  28. — Rumors  persist 
In  Vienna  political  circles  that  Baron 
Burian.  Foreign  Minister,  soon  will 
send  to  the  belligerents  a  second 
peace  note,  according  to  the  Zurich 
.Tournal.  This  note,  it  in  reported, 
will  be  along  the  same  lines  as  the 
first,  but  will  contain  more  precise 
statements  which  It  is  said  will  modi- 
fy the   terms   of   the   Entente. 

There  are  also  reports  In  Switzer- 
land that  the  Central  Powers  are 
prepared  to  Intervene  politically  In 
Roumanla.  which  ii|  accused  of  tak- 
ing part  In  Intrigues  contrary  to  tha 
letter  and  spirit  of  the  treaty  of 
Bucharest.

PARIS,  Sept.  28.— Bulgaria's  sincerity 
in  making  her  proposal  to  the  .Miles 
for  an  armistice  is  taken  more  or  leas 
for  granted  by  most  of  the  editorial 
writers  here,  notwithatanding  alight 
reservations  made  by  aome  of ,  them. 
They  are  one,  ho>yever,  In  agreeing 
that  Bulgaria,  In  a  daaperate  plight, 
will  have  to  make  peace  or  have  peace 
^hrust  upon  her.  Most  of  the  com- 
ments on  the  situation  are  devoted  to 
the  conaoQuence  of  her  withdrawal 
from  the  war. 

,  'It  will  mean  the  reconatructlon  of 
Serbia,"  aaya  The  Journal,  "and  there- 
fore will  compel  the  Central  Powers  to 
form  another  Danube  front  and  return 
the  territory  taken  from  the  Rouman- 
ians, which  country  is  beginning  to 
think  of  revenge  on  Germany. 

"Turkey,  cut  off  from  the  Central 
Powers,  will  be  obliged  to  throw  down 
arms.  The  OQllapse  of  the  whole  bril- 
liant but  fragile  structure  raited  by 
the  Germans  In  the  Orient  la  begin - 
nlAg.  Twenty  years  of  German  effort 
there   faces   ruin." 

"It  Is  not  in  accordance  with  our 
principles  to  enslave  any  race,"  says 
The  Matin.  "It  will  sufflce  then  for 
Bulgaria,  after  returning  wh^she  has 
stolen,  to  give  us  guarantees,  by  de- 
mobilizing her  brmy  and  placing  the 
control  of  her  railroads  In  Allied  hands, 
that  she  will  not  become  a  turncoat 
a^aln,  and  that  our  Balkan  friends 
have   nothing   more   to   fear   fropi   her."

Granting  of  Peace  Conditional 
on  Complete  Separation  of 
Bulgaria  From  Group  of 
Central  Powers. 


LONDON,  Sept.  tS. — Great  BrlUln 
haa  replied  to  the  Bulaarian  request 
for  an  artnlatlce.  The  reply,  it  U 
■tated.  was  fully  covered  by  the 
answer  ariven  the  Bulgarian  represen- 
tatives by  the  Commander-in-Chief  of 
the  Allied  Army  on  the  Macedonian 
front.  By  this  reply  it  is  perfectly 
well  defined  that  no  mlUtarr  opera- 
tions can  be  suspended. 

At  the  samvtlme  reaardins  the 
proposal  that  duly  accredited  Bulga- 
rian representatives  should  confer 
with  the  Allies  on  the  question  of 
peace,  it  has  been  made  quite  clear 
to  the  Sofia  Oovernment  that  such  a 
peace  necessarily  would  involve  a 
complete  rupture  by  the  Bulgarian 
Government  with  Turkey,  Germany 
and   Austria-Hungary. 

The  Allied  Governments  necessa- 
rily demand  every  guarantee  which 
they  consider  necessary  to  them  to 
safeguard  their  military  operations 
and  prevent  the  diapatch  of  German 
troops  to  Bulgaria. 

In  the  discussion  of  the  Bulgarian 
propoBal,  It  Is  pointed  out  that  the 
Allies  have  no  Intention  of  attempt- 
ing to  make  a  final  territorial  settle- 
ment In  the  Balkans,  which  obviously 
must  be  a  matter  for  cwislderatlon 
at  the   peace  conference. 

The  question,  it  Is  said,  la  one  of 
the  conclusion  of  such  a  military 
agreement  as  would  prevent  any  fur- 
ther danger  from  the  Bulgarian  side 
to  the  operations  of  the  Allies  In  the 
Balkans. 

This  Implies  the  demoh|lization  of 
the  Bulgarian  army  or  fta  employ- 
ment elsewhere  against  Bulgaria's 
present   allies. 

The  steps  in  the  territorial  ques- 
tions Involved  will  not  be  taken  with- 
out the  fullest  co-operation  and  sup- 
port of  Greece  and  Serbia,  but  one  of 
the  essentials  of  any  preliminary 
agreement  must  be  the  evacuation  by 
Bulgaria  of  all  territory  outside  Bul- 
garia proper  occupied  by  her  armies 
since   the  outbreak  of  the  war. 

If  the  terms  laid  down  which  have 
been  dispatched  to  Sofia,  are  not  ac- 
ceptable to  the  Mallnoff  Government, 
the  Allied  Powesr,  it  is  added,  have 
no  further  conditions  to  propose,  and 
it  will  rest  with  Bulgaria  to  find  other 
representatives  wh6  can  accept  these 
conditions. 

The  London  morning  newspapers, 
while  considering  that  an  armistice  is 
not  a  necessary  preliminary  to  a  dis- 
cussion of  peace,  recognize  the  advan- 
tages of  a  separate  peace  with  Bul- 
garia. They  Insist,  however,  on  the 
carrying  out  of  the  Allied  policy  in 
the  Balkanq,  and  the  safeguarding  of 
the  interests  of  Serbia,  Roumanla  and 
Greece. 

"If  Bulgaria  wants  to  negotiate,  we 
are  willing,  but  it  is  not  likely  that  an 
armistice  will  be  granted."  says  The 
Chronicle.  The  only  possible  guaran- 
tee, declares  The  Telegraph,  1»-  the 
surrender  of  the  Bulgarian  armies 
and  the  niV^niission  of  the  Bulgarian 
people  to  the  Allies,  "who  seek  Jus- 
tice and   n^  vengeance." 


ON  LONG  FRONT 


Allies  Are  Pressing  Heavily  on 
German  Defences  From  Sea 
to  Verdun— fligh  Command 
in  Serious  Trouble. 


LONDON.  Sept.  28.— Over  a  front 
of  more  than  250  miles  from  the 
North  Sea  to  Verdun,  the  Allies  are 
smashing  Into  the  German  defences 
on  four  wide  and  important  sectors. 
The  enemy  is  faced  with  the  greatest 
Allied  offensive  effort  since  the  begin- 
ning  of  the   war. 

On  all  the  sectors  the  British. 
French,  American  and  Belgian  troops 
are  progressing  successfully.  Serious 
inroads  are  being  made  into  the  Ger- 
man defensive  system  north  of  Ypres, 
around  Cambral,  north  of  the  Aisne 
and  in  the  Champagne- Verdun  sector. 
Additional  prisoners  have  been  added 
to  the  total  of  27,000  for  the  last  three 
dayH,  and  several  hundred  more  guns 
have   been  taken. 

V^ital  successes  are  being  gained  by 
the  British  In  their  new  drive  for 
Cambral,  in  which  American  troops 
are  aiding  In  the  region  west  of  Le 
Catelet.  The  capture  of  Cambral  by 
the  British  would  appear. to  be  near. 
From  the  west  British  are  within  one 
and  three-quarter  n^les  of  Cambral  at 
two  points,  and  all  natural  obstacles 
have  been  overcome.  The  same  is 
true  on  the  north,  where  the  British 
are   pushing"  forward   rapidly.     South-

Ground  has 
been  gained  south  of  the  high  point 
at  Malmalson.  and  the  bitterly  con- 
tested vlUagea  of  Jouy  and  Aixy  have 
fallen  to  the  Fnench. 

On  the  western  flank  of  the  Cham- 
pagne-Verdun offensive  the  French 
are  pushing  over  the  heights  behind 
the  Hlndesburg  line.  From  the  Ar- 
goane  east  of  the  Mouse  the  Ameri- 
cans are  forcing  their  way  into  .the 
Brunhllde  positions.  Some  ground 
has  been  gained,  near  the  ArgoAne 
forest,  but  the  American  progAn 
yesterday  has  slowed  down  somewhat 
from  the  first  two  days. 

With  a^50-mlle  line  aflame  over 
almost  its  entire  length.  Marshal  Foch 
has  the  German  command  In  a  tight 
place.  On  each  of  the  four  sectors 
the  Allies  threaten  Important  basea 
and   valuable   communication  lines. 

In  Macedonia  the  Allies  are  press- 
ing the  defeated  Germans  and  Bul- 
garians into  Bulgaria,  on  the  east.  Into 
Albania  in  the  west,  and  toward  Uu- 
kub  on  the  north. 

The  Serbians,  who  are  at  the  apex 
of  the  salient,  are  moving  toward 
Uakub,  having  taken  Veles  and  its 
garrison.  They  are  alao  approaching 
the  Bulgarian  border  from  east  of  tlie 
Vardar.  in  the  Doiran  region  tljo 
Allies  are  working  their  way  over  the 
mountains  toward  the  Important  line 
of  the  Struma  River.  It  is  reported 
that  the  Austrian  forces  in  Albania 
are  being  with(|rawn.  If  true,  this  is 
the  logical  result  of  the  Allied  drive  in 
Macedonia, 


HRE  DESTROYS 


Flames  Driven  by  Wind  Are 
Raging  Through  Vast  Areas 
— Mills  and  Settlers'  Homes 
Are  Consumed.

VANCOUVER,  Sept.  28.— The  Su- 
mas  Valley  from  Claybum  to  Vedder 
Mountain  on  the  Canadian  side,  and 
from  the  Nooksack  River  northeast  to 
Chllliwack,  is  a  cup  of  nauseous 
gassy  smoke  with  flaming  edges.  All 
last  night  residents  of  the  district 
near  Abbotsford  and  Sumas  watched 
the  onrush  of  the  flames,  while  the 
menfolk  fought  It  back  from  their 
farmsteads. 

Today  big  gangs  of  railway  workers 
employed  by  the  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way are  thrusting  the  Are  back  from 
bridges  and  fences.  Fanned  by  a 
westerly  wind,  the  flames  spread  rap- 
idly through  timbered  areas  and 
logged-off  sections  without  causing 
much  damage,  but  around  the  Vedder 
at  Chllliwack  miles  of  fences  have 
been  destroyed  and  B.  C.  Electric 
Railway  trainmen  on  the  westbound 
Chllliwack  train  this  morning  re- 
ported at  Huntlngdom  that  several 
farmhouses  had  been  destroyed.  No 
loss  of   life  is  reported. 

Fires  are  raging  on  Harrison 
Mountain,  on  Falrfleld  Island,  and  In 
the  timber  Cultus  Lake.  On  Fair- 
field Island  the  farmhouse  and  out- 
buildings of  Mr.  Barnes  were  burned 
to  the  ground. 

J.  W.  Wlnson,  of  Huntingdon,  has 
reported  the  situation  very  serious  on 
the  south  side  of  the  Fraser  for  a 
distance  of  approximately  20  miles 
east  of  Abbotsford. 

"It  Is  nothing  short  of  a  miracle 
that  the  homes  In  the  flame-lnfestod 
area  have  escaped,"  he  said.  "The 
flre  reached  its  height  about  10 
o'clock  last  night,  and  although  the 
wind  died  down  toward  morning.  It 
has  sprung  up  again,  and  the  inhabit- 
ants are  facing  the  worst  bush  flre 
over  known    here. 

"The  flames  are  travelling  fast.  Our 
farmhouse  Is  entirely  surrounded  by 
flames.  All  night  long  we  fought  the 
flames  while  the  women  and  children 
huddled  In  little  groups  watched  the 
progress  of  the  flre,  momentarily  ex- 
pecting to  have  to  leave  their  homes 
In   a   hurry." 

Farmers  from  the  Columbia  Valley 
went  into  Sumas  last  night  to  appeal 
for  help  to  flght  the  flames  in  their 
district.  Several  men  were  secured 
and  the  party  started  back.  They 
are  still  in  Sumas,  however,  as  the 
flames  are  raging  on  both  sides  of  the 
road  and  they  can  not  get  back  to 
their  homes.  Several  attempts  to 
run  the  gauntlet  ended  In  failure. 
They  returned  with  blopdshot  eyes 
and   practically   exhausted. 

These .^en  reported  that  two  saw- 
mills at  Sllverdale  and  Maple  Falls 
had  been  destroyed  and  several  farm- 
houses   burned. 

Dominion  Flre  Ranger  Charles  Car- 
ter left  Chllliwack  last  night  for  Cul- 
tus Lake,  following  the  arrival  there 
of  a  mail  carrier  who  reported  the 
timbered  areas  about  the  lake  a  mass 
of   flames. 

Harrison  Mountain,  Just  across  tho 
Fraser  from  Chllliwack,  has  been 
burning  for  several  days  and  deer 
are  being  driven  to  the  lowlands  In 
small  herds. 

The  flre  on  Falrfleld  Island  started 
near  the  home  of  J.  W.  McFarlane 
and  Is  burning  today  through  a  valu- 
able section  of  second-growth  tim- 
ber. 

Another  fresh  flre  Is  burning  In  the 
Abernethy  and  Lougheed  timber  llm-. 
ha  on  Stare  L«ke  and  last  night  was- 
reported  to  be  threatening  the  high 
power  wires  of  the  Western  Power 
Company. 

Dominion  Timber  Agent  Ed  Walms- 
ley.  at  New  Westminster,  conflrmed 
the  reports  of  bush  flres  in  the  val- 
ley, but  said  the  situation  was  not 
serloiis  jret.

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SAYS  BULGARIA 
IS  OUT  OF 


Representative  at  Washingtoa 
Believes  His  Country  Will 
Break  Alliance  —  Accepts 
President's  Principles. 


WASHINGTON,  Sept.  28— Bulgaria 
l3  out  of  the  war.  In  the  opinion  of 
Stephan  Panateroff,  the  Bulgarian 
Minister  here,  who  believes  that  his 
country  definitely  Is  determined  to 
abandon  Its  alliance  with  Germany 
and  AuRtrla,^and  if  the  Entente  Pow- 
ers should  refuse  to  listen  to  her 
peace  overtures,  would  appeal  to  the 
United  States  to  use  her  goo<^  offices. 

Mr.  Panateroff  said  his  country 
would  be  willing  to  let  nettlement  of 
the  Issues  rest  In  the  hands  of  such  a 
country  as  the  United  States,  "accord- 
ing to  Justice  as  announced  by  Pre- 
sident Wilson." 

The  Minister  did  not  pretend  to 
have  any  advices  or  instructions  from 
his  Government,  for  he  Is  completely 
out  of  touch  with  Sofia,  but  he  said 
his  opinion  was  based  confidently 
upon  the  knowledge  of  the  views  of 
the  statesmen  and  people  of  Bulgaria. 

"The  Bulgarian  claims,"  said  Mr. 
Panateroff,  "are  reconcilable  with  the 
principles  which  President  Wilson  has 
repeately  Issued.  This  Is  proven  by 
the  fact  that  the  Bulgarian  press  has 
never  taken  exception  to  those  prin- 
ciples, and  if  you  will  remember  It 
was  only  the  other  day  that  a  tele- 
gram said  that  In  Its  reply  to  the  Aus- 
trian peace  note  the  Bulgarian  Oov- 
ernment said  that  the  Balkan  settle- 
ment could  be  reached  only  on  the 
principles  enunciated  by  President 
Wilson.  Bulgaria  would  be  witling 
to  allow  the  decision  of  the  questions 
according  to  Justice  as  announged  by 
President  Wilson  to  rest  In  the  hands 
of  a  country  like  tho  United  States, 
which  we  know  will  be  perfectly  Im- 
partial and  strictly  just  to  all  rightful 
claims. 

"Bulgaria  Is  practically  out  of  the 
war.  As  early  a«  tsMt  January,  an 
Amsterdam  despatch  quoted  the  offi- 
cial organ  of  Premier  Mallnoff  aa  ap- 
proving the  fourteen  terms  of  Presl- 
aent  Wilson  and  stated  that  the  peace 
conference  mu^t  see  that  Serbia  had 
an  outlet  on  the  Adriatic."

How  )on«  the  Germans  -will  attempt 
to  hold  Cambral  la  problematical,  but 
undoubtedly  Will  largely  depend  on 
their  available  reserves.  That  the  re- 
eerves  are  being  rapidly  exhausted  Is 
apparent  from  the  rapidity  with 
which  Marnhal  Foch  is  striking  on 
differeot  stretches  of  the  frOnt.  Yes- 
terday a  new  offensive  was  opened  be- 
tween Dijnnude  and  Ypres  by  Belgian 
aad  British  troops,  who  have  pene- 
trated three  and  a  half  miles  Into  the 
enemy's  front,  uklng  the  forest  of 
Houthulst.  a  barrier  which  stayed 
their  progress  during  the  Paasohen- 
daele  offensive  of  last  Antumn. 

On  the  French  front  an  important 
gain  has  been  made  in  the  capture  of 
Fort  Malmalson  by  General  Mangln's 
troops.  This  position  of  great  natural 
strength,  and  for^ined  with  all  the 
ingenuity  at  the  command  of  the 
enemy,  lies  due  north  of  Vallly  and 
is  within  eight  miles  of  Laoo,  often 
described  as  tha  pivot  Of  the  whole 
German  scheme  of  defence  in  Franc*. 
General  Mangln  has  had  some  of  the 
rreatest  obstacles  to  contend  with 
In  his  battle,  which  Is  now  ten  weeks 
in  progress,  but  he  haS  surmounted 
difflculty  after  difficulty  In  stubborn 
fashion  and  hls~afmy  has  been  an  ele- 
ment of  high  Importance  in  the  great 
offenslV*  now  rating.  His  success 
yesterday  will  facilitate  further  move- 
ments and  add  to  the  peril  of  the 
tierman  forces  between  the  Alsne  and 
X'esle. 

On  the  Champagne>/ront  the  French 
Hrmy  under  General  Gouraud  contin- 
ues to  advance  despite  a  desperate 
reaistance.  On  the  American  offen- 
sive front,  between  the  Argonne  and 
the  Mouse,  the  Germans  have  been 
counter-attacking,  but  have  retaken 
none  of  the  territory  th«y  lost.  Dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  the  week  the 
Allies  have  captured  more  than  2<»,- 
000  prisoners,  regained  hundreds  of 
Square  miles  of  territory,  advanced  in 
the  face  of  powerful  resistance,  re- 
pulsed heavy  counter-attacks  with  In- 
variable success  and  Inflicted  severe 
casualties  on  the  enemy.  The  offen- 
sive Ifi  growing  In  magnitude  as  the 
weeks  pass  and  already  the  Allies  are 
in  position  to  deal  a  shattering  blow 
to  the  Hindanburt  defences.  If  they 
successfully  overwhelm  these,  the  task 
that  lies  Immediately  beyond  cannot 
compare  In  dlfflculties  with  that  which 
has  alraady  been  aocompllshed. 

Britain  has  replied  to  the  Bulgarian 
Overtures  for  peace  and  her  reply  may 
be  taken  aS  the  text  of  that  which 
will  be  made  by  all  the  Allies.  There 
can  be  no  further  peace  pourparlers 
unless  Bulgaria  dlsassociatea  herself 
from  the  Teutonic  Powers.  The  Allies 
must  have  full  guarantees  regarding 
their  future  military  action  in  ths 
Balkans.  No  assurances  can  be  given 
In  the  matter  of  territorial  limits,  for 
that  will  be  a  question  to  be  decided 
Rt  the  flnal  peace  conference.  In  a 
Word,  ih^  Bulger  nation  will  have  to 
submit  tt>  the  Allies.  Unless  these 
terms'  ari  agreed   upon   there   can   be

An  International  Queotion 

Sir, — Too  much  wefght  cannot  be 
given  to  Mr.  Rowell's  reply  respecting 
enemy  and  other  aliens.  The  question 
Is  larger  than  British  Columbia, 
larger  than  Canada:  it  is  international. 
And  every  Canadian  has  now  to  re- 
member that,  With  the  dignities  and 
privileges  of  a  national  citlxenshlp 
goes  his  share  of  the  obligations  and 
responsibilities  of  nationhood.  Ex- 
pression of  extreme  views  and  pro- 
jects of  putting  aliens  to  work  with 
bayonet  prods  may  afford  temporary 
relief  for  burning  feelings,  but  they 
hamper  instead  of  helping  In  the  so- 
lution of  a  question  hedged  about  with 
difficulties  of  International  dlmen- 
aions. 

As  to  the  alien  elements  In  the 
Prairie  Provinces.  I  venture  to  sub- 
mit that  we^n  British  Columbia  can.

There  is  t>e  argument  that  with  the 
InduatrlaL  expansion  which  Is  surely 
eomlag  our  way,  our  taxes  may  go 
higher.  Even  so,  provided  we  renuiin 
intact,  we  should  at  least  have  the 
satiBfactien  of  knowing  that  the  Uxos 
collected  are  bolng  expended  to  the 
bonedt  of  our  particular  locality. 

As  I  said  before,  I  believe  the  mo- 
tives of  Mayor  Todd  are  excellent. 
The  community  spirit  is  the  jiropea 
thing  and  will  pVove  a  determining 
factor  in  our  commercial  and  Indus- 
trial expanaion.  It  is  being  practised 
on  the  liower  Mainland  with  good  re- 
sults, and  there  Is  no  reason  why  there 
should  be  any  compotition  with  Esqul- 
malt.

To  quote  c'apt.  Olson,  the  doctor  In 
oharge  »t  Balfour  Sanatorium:  "We 
can  do  little  more  for  you  here  than 
train  you  In  the  treatment  that  you 
must  continue  to  take  the  rest  of 
your  lives."  It  1"  only  fair  lo  say 
that  he  Is  unlveraally  liked  by  the 
men  and  respected  for  hla  extensive 
knowledge  of  T.  B.  I  would  there- 
fore urge  the  Government  to  re- 
move thia  diacrlmlnatlon  agnlnat 
these  men.  ao  that  the  patient,  the 
Government  and  the  ratepayer,  for 
you.  too.  are  concerned,  may  all  re- 
ceive the  maximum  amount  of  ben- 
efit from  the  money  Invested  in  the 
treatment   of  theae   men.

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Hon.  N.  W.  Rowell,  president  of 
the  Privy  Council  of  Canada,  reoelved 
a  hearty  welcome  when  ho  visited 
poaean  yesterday,  attended  (he  fif- 
tieth annual  exhibition  of  the 
C^lchan  Agrloultar<\l  Association, 
afld  had  opportunity  of  meeting  a 
lares  number  of  the  residents  of  the 
district. 

The  trip,  taken  by  motj0,  gave  the 
distinguished  visitor  excellent  oppor- 
tunity to  ^vlew  the  scenic  beauties  of 
a  portion  of  Vancouver  Island  and 
at  the  same  time  proved  a  pleasant 
relaxation  in  the  busy  programme  he 
has  been  called  upon  to  carry  out 
since  hie  arrival  here.  Accompany- 
ing the  Minister  on  the  (rip  were 
Hon.  .John  Hart,  Mr.  J.  C  Mcintosh. 
federal  inetiiber  for  the  Nanaimo  dis- 
trict; Dr.  .Simon  K.  Tolrnle.

\'lctorla.  Mayor  Todd,  of  Victoria; 
Mr.  John  Cochrane,  President  of  tho

He  referred  to  his  visit 
to  the  battle  front  and  spoke  of  the 
tnagnlflcent  work  of  the  men  from 
the  Old  Land  and  Overseas  Domin- 
ions. Especially  did  he  enlarge  up- 
on thre  magnificent  manner  in  which 
the  eighteen-year-old  lads  from  (ireat 
Britain,  sent  to  the  front  as  rein- 
forcements at  the  time  of  the  recent 
great  German  drive,  acquitted  them- 
selves. 

In  proposing  the  health  of  the 
.Minieter  Mr.  Mcintosh  referred  to 
the  manner  in  which,  he  claimed,  the 
Union  Government  has  redeemed  Us 
pledge  that  its  utmost  effort  would 
be  devoted  towards  exerting  Canada'ti 
full  strength  In  the  prosecution  of  the 
war.  As  an  Instance  he  cited  the 
fact  that  the  Canadian  corps  was 
the  only  one  which  had  been  kept 
up   to   full   strength. 

After  the  Iuncnc<»n  the  Minister 
and  party  made  a  short  motor  trip 
over  the  district,  arriving  £ft  the  exhi- 
bition in  time  to  ti|,ke  part  in  two 
Interesting  functions.

Co.  was  in  Boiiie  danger  for  a  few 
hours  when  an  exteiujive  fir*  worked 
ita  way  to  wiinin  a  few  hundred  feet 
of  the  works,  actually  aeverlng  the 
power  wires  whlcli  connect  the  plant 
with  the  city  for  a  few  hours  on  Fri- 
day. 

In  the  neighborhood  of  the  17- 
niile  post  at  Goldstream  there  was  a 
strong  bush  blase  which  for  a  time 
endangered  the  railway  and  delayed 
the  Friday  afternoon  train  for  a  abort 
while.  Nearer  lu  Duncan  three 
amaller  firea  are  at  present  being 
watched,  but  are  not  aerloua. 

All  theae  fires  arc  now  wall  under 
control,  ganga  varying  from  a  dopen 
to  forty  men  being  put  to  work  In 
the  various  threatened  district*,  and 
working  In  sorm  casea  for  34  houra 
before  the  danger  of  wldsspread  con- 
flitgrations  was  aveded.

had  been  in  the  fighting  until  knock- 
ed out  the  second  lime  in  August  tlii.>< 
year.  It  is  over  eight  years  ago  that 
Major  Robert.son  and  his  brother, 
t'apl.

Sergt.  Ovington  Watt,  No.  I  Co., 
13th  Hattulion,  Canadian  Railway 
Troops,  H.  K.  F..  in  a  letter  to  his 
parents.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  M. 
Watt,  dated  France.  Augr.  28,  writes 
as  followH:  "The  la.st  few  weeks  have 
been  about  the  most  atrenuoiis  we 
have  put  in  over  here  yet.  Whenever 
there  is  an  advance  the  Hallway 
Troops  are  rushed  to  the  captured 
area  to  fl.\  up  the  railway  and  rush 
narrow  Kuage  along  to  wherever 
most  urgently  needed.  As  we  have 
shoved  old  Kritzy'  back  to  some  con- 
siderable tune  during  the  past  few 
weeks,  you  may  Imagine  how  busy 
we  ^ave  been.  lately  we  have  made 
another  forced  trek  and  are  now  lo- 
cated within  a  8tone'.s  throw  of  what 
was  once  a  town  of  con.siderable  im- 
portance (one  <»f  the  royal  princes 
has  the  Siime  name).  We  got  herp 
about  two  days  after  the  boche 
evacuated,  or.

Bulgarian  Request  for  Armistice 
and  Peace  Conference  Is 
Action  of  Political  leaders, 
Following  Popular  Clamor. 


PARIS,  Sept.  28. — Bulgaria's  offer  of 
peace  to  the  AIIIcb  was  the  result  of  a 
meeting  held  on  Monday  and  attendod 
by  all  the  pol.iw.ii  leaders  of  if-ilgiria. 
Including  Veseil  Radoslavoff.  the  L.ib- 
eral  leader,  and  members  of  the  Cab- 
inet. It  was  not,  as  German  news- 
papery  pretend,  the  impulsive  act  of 
Premier  Mallnofr,  according  to  Zurich 
dispatches    to    the    newBi>aper8   here. 

If  martial  law  has  been  pro^;lalmoJ 
In  Sofia,  it  was  beoauaa  of  r^cated 
antl-Oerman  manifestations  with  a 
strong  paclflst  tinge  and  popular  dem- 
onstrations In  front  of  the  royal 
palace.  , 

The  situation  in  Bulgaria  Is  grave. 
This  year's  crops  are  poor  and  the  food 
situation  has  entered  a  more  critical 
period.  Recent  military  events  have 
convinced  those  who  still  believed  in 
the  star  of  Ludendorff  that  the  "game 
is   up." 

X^eaders    Make   Statemeat 

COPENltAGE-N.  Sept.  28.— The  lead- 
ers of  the  Ministerial  bloc  in  the  Bul- 
garian Pai*llament,  according  to  ad- 
vices from  Hofla,  published  the  follow- 
ing note  in  connection"  with  the  Gov- 
ernment's proposal  to  the  Allies  for  an 
armistice: 

"In  accordance  with  orders  cf  the 
leaden  of  the  Ministerial  blo'-.  tor 
Government  at  S  o'clock  on  WednoH- 
day  made  an  offlciHl  offer  of  an  armis- 
tice to  the  adversary.  The  leaders  o( 
the  bloc  are  In  accord  that  the  army 
and  the  people  must  maintain  mlUtary 
and  public  discipline,  which  Is  h<> 
necessary  for  a  happy  Issue  In  these 
times,  which  are  decisive  for  the  re- 
cent  Bulgarian    work    of    peace. 

"Parliament  has  been  summoned  to 
meet   on    September    30."

LONDON,  Sept.  2S.— An  ofBcial  Bul- 
garian statement  iiii.«d  SejHember  2i 
announced  that  iJi'Karla  had  milii.el 
a  proposal  for  obtaining  an  armistice 
and  peace.  The  text  of  the  statpniont 
follows: 

"In  view  of  the  conjijncture  of  cir^ 
cumstances  which  recen'l.v  n'l-e  arl.sen. 
and  after  the  position  ha  I  been  Jointly 
discussed  with  all  conioetctit  authiri- 
tles,  the  Bulgarian  Govorr.nmnt,  desir- 
ing to  put  an  end  to  the  bloodshed, 
authorised  the  l'oniinander-in-('hief  of 
the  army  to  propose  to  the  (Jeneralls- 
simo  of  the  armies  of  the  Knlente  a; 
f^jalonlca  a  cessation  of  ho.stilltles  und 
the  entering  into  of  negotiation  i  for 
obtaining  an  armltiM:e  and   peac*. 

"The  members  of  the  Bulgarian  mis- 
sion left  yesterday  evening  In  oider 
to  get  into  touch  with  the  plenipoten- 
tiaries  of   the    Kntento   bclilgerenta." 

This  statement  was  transmitted 
through  the  German  semi-official  WoltT 
fiureau,  which  added  to  the  text  the 
following:  "The  report  of  the  de- 
parture  of   the   delegation    Is   Incorrect.'

AMSTKRDAM,  Sept.  28.— The  Cologne 
Gazette  today  declares  that  the  '"on- 
soildatlon  of  the  Bulgarian  mllilary 
and  political  posUjon"  I.,  making  pro- 
gress. The  Bulgarian  command;-,  it 
asserts.  Is  acting  in  accordance  with 
the  supreme  army  command  of  the 
Central  Power.x,  from  whom  he  a-keJ 
instructions.

Well,  the  firat  atep  toward  attempt- 
.In0  to  underatand  a  situation  la  to  try 
to  dlaeover  how  It  haa  arlaen.  Fin- 
land haa  never  been  a  provino.  of  the 
Rtt^atan  Bmplr..  In  Ruaaia  th.  Tear 
rulad  as  an  autocrat;  in  Finllind  he 
ralfned  aa  Orand  Duke  under  a 
Conatitution.  The  existence  of  a 
territory  aubject  to  th.  Emp.ror- 
Grand  Dnk.  and  enercetleaUy  claim- 
ing rlrhta  denied  to  other  Russian 
aubjecta  has  alwasra  been  a  matter  of 
Intena.  annoyance  to  th.  bureaucrat, 
who  were  the  real  rulers  of  Russia; 
and  aomo  20  years  a<o  Nlcholaa  II. 
he^an  a  syatematic  attempt  to  deprive 
the  Flnlanders  of  the  conatitutional 
suarantaa.  which  he  had  sworn  on 
his  acceaaion  to  maintain  inviolate. 

Tb«  Ooeralofi   of   Finland 

Some  90  per  cent  of  the  population 
of  the  Grand  Duchy  are  of  Flnnl^ 
blood — the  remaining  10  per  cent  are 
of  SWedlsh  descent;  but  Svecoman 
and  Fennonian,  whatever  their  in- 
ternal differences  might  be.  were 
united  in  opposing  the  attack  made 
by  their  powerful  neighbour  on  their 
ronatitutlonal    liberties. 

So  much  of  paat  hlHtory  it  Ik  neccs- 
nary  to  recall  In  order  to  understanrl 
the  attitude  of  the  population  of  Fin- 
land when  war  broke  out  four  years 
Bgo,  It  1st  also  necessary  to  remem- 
ber that,  as  part  of  her  policy  of 
Crushing  out  alj  Finnish  national  sen- 
timent and  depriving  the  Grand 
Duchy  of  any  power  of  resistance, 
Russia  had  diabanded  the  Finnish 
regiments,  deprived  them  of  their 
arms,  and  substituted  for  military 
service  an  annual  payment  from  the 
KInninh  exchequer.  The  I'InlanderB 
are  not  an  easy  people  to  coerce. 
They  are  stubborn  to  the  point  of 
ohfltlnacy — tenaclods  of  their  rights, 
bitterly  resentful  of  any  attempt  to 
take  these  rights  from  them.  The 
whole  population,  with  negligible 
exceptions,  was  anti-RuHHian.  In  one 
section  anti-Rutwianlnm  developed 
Into  pro-Oermanlsm.  A  email  num- 
ber of  young  Flnlanders.  cHtlmated 
at  from  lifteen  hundred  fo  two 
thousand — mostly  students  who  had 
been  educated  in  Germany — enlK-^ted 
In  the  German  army  for  service  on 
the  Kastern  front.  Others,  like  Gen- 
eral Baron  Mannerhelm,  fought  In 
the  ""Russian  armien.  On  all  questions 
but  one  Finland  was  a  house  divided 
against  Itself;  there  were  pro-Allies 
and  pro-Germans — there  were  no  pro- 
Riisnlana. 

Then  came  the  deposition  of  the 
Tsar  and  the  subsequent  establish- 
ment of  the  Bolshevik  Government 
in  Russia,  •with  Its  cry  of  the  self- 
determination  of  people.  The  Fln- 
landers set  up  a  Government,  and 
claimed  from  the  Bolsheviks  recogni- 
tion of  their  r(ght  to  be  their  own 
masters  In  their  own  country.  The 
right  was  conceded;  Finland  was 
declared  a  free  and  Independent  Re- 
public, and  the  de  fa<to  Government 
sought  for  recognition  from  the  Euro- 
pean Powers  and  from  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States. 

Germany  and  the  Central  Power, 
ha.fttned  to  give  the  recognition  de- 
manded; the  three  Scandinavian 
States  lost  no  time  In  complying 
with  the  request.  France  replied 
cordially  recognising  the  advent  of 
Finland  as  a  free  and  independent 
Republic.  In  I.nndon  the  members 
of  the  mission  were  received  with  the 
utmost  courtesy;  but  recognition  was 
withheld.  It  la  sUll  withheld.  Waah- 
infton  also  has  withheld   recognition. 

Meanwhile  events  In  Finland  were 
movlnt  rapidly.  The  Bolshevik  poi- 
son had  spread;  the  Finnish  "Reds" 
rose  against  the  pfovialonal  Govern- 
ment and  were  Joined  by  the  Russian 
regiments  stationed  in  Finland.  Then 
beyan  a  r.tirn  of  terror  In  fvhich 
thouaanda  of  peaceful,  law-abiding 
citlaena  lost  their  lives.  Rifles,  ammu- 
nition, guns  were  freely  furnished  by 
the  Russian  Bolsheviks  to  the  anar- 
chical elements,  while  the  great  bulk 
of  th.  population,  without  arms  or 
ammunition  or  th.  means  of  obtain- 
ing them,  w.r.  at  th.  mercy  of  th. 
R.da. 

The  provisional  Government  es- 
caped to  Vesa  and  organized  the 
White  Guards,  of  which  General 
Baron  Mannerhelm  asaumed  com- 
mand. 

Oermans   Rc«(nr«  Order 

On  the  6th  of  February  the  Finnish 
Government  applied  to  Sweden  for 
assistance.  Afraid  of  being  drawn 
into  the  Btlropean  maelstrom  the 
Swedish  Oovernment  refused  not 
only  to  itlve  the  aasistance  asked  for, 
but  even  to  allow  the  purchase  of 
arms  and  ammunition  In  Sweden. 
On  the  22nd  Of  the  same  month.  In 
It.  extremity,  the  Finnish  Government 
Invited  th.  assistance  of  Oermsnv  to 
restore  order  and  the  German 
Government  leapt  at  the  chance. 
The  Aland  Islands  were  first  occu- 
pied; then  German  troOpa  landed  In 
Finland,  and  as  the  result  of  the 
military  op.ratlons  which  followed 
soma  70,000  Reds  were  taken  prison- 
ers and  order  onC.  more  reifned  In 
Finland. 

Meanwhile  the  food  situation  had 
been  growing  rapidly  more  critical. 
In  Anttlst  of  iaat  yeat-  411,000  tona  of 
cereals  were  purchased  In  th.  United 
State,  and  paid-  for:  but  the  grain 
still  lie.  In  AmerlOan  ports,  and  the 
Allies  refua.  to  allow  It  to  be  shipped 
last  It  .hould  fail  Into  the  hands  of 
th.  Oermana. 

L..t  ua  try  to  picture  to  oura.Iv.a 
how  th.  situation  pr.a«nts  Itaelf  to 
the  Finnish  p.opl..

)aal^  Prof.  R.  D.  MaoL*urln,  late  yes- 
terday afternoon,  aa  bla  car  moved  off 
ualnv  caa  manufactured  from  wheat 
•traw  at  the  untveralty. 

A  larse  khaki  bac  holding  100 
cubic  feet  of  vaa  waa  carried  on  top 
of  tha  car  and  braced  to  It  with  roda 
ifkatanad  to  the  frame  which  holda  the 
bac.  This  and  another  bac  of  1,000 
oubie  feat  capacity  was  Imported  from 
JBncland,  where,  on  account  of  short- 
«se  of  petrol  gas  manufactured  from 
coal  to  used  to  propef  auto  'buses  and 
other  vehicles.  The  combustible  con- 
atltuents  of  the  straw  sas  are  exactly 
the  same  aa  those  of  coal  sas,  vis., 
methane,  hydrocen  and  carbon  mon- 
oxide. 

One  bag  full — SOO  cubic  feet — has 
driving  power  equivalent  to  one  gal- 
lon of  gasoline,  and  will  thus  propel 
the  average  automobile  a  distance  of 
16  miles.  This  amount  of  gas  is  ob- 
tainable from  60  pounds  of  straw.  A 
ton  of  straw  will  furnish  12,000  cubic 
feet  of  gas.  A  farmer  can  thus  esti- 
mate the  value  of  his  straw  pile,  since 
each  ton  of  straw  is  equivalent  in 
latent  power  to  36  or  40  gallons  of 
gasoline,  which  means  117  to  119  a 
ton  for  the  straw. 

Straw  Oaa  Retort  Simple 

The  retort  used  in  the  manufactur- 
ing of  the  gas  Is  quite  simple  in  con- 
struction. The  furnace  is  well  bricked 
in  so  as  to  produce  a  maximum 
•mount  of  heat  Inalde.  The  tempera- 
ture at  which  the  greatest  quantity 
of  gas  is  given  off  is  about  900  de- 
grees Fahrenheit.  The  large  door  in 
front  is  completely  closed  after  the 
etraw  is  put  in. 

More  straw  is  put  In  below  In  the 
place  where  the  match  is  applied. 
The  gcui  comes  through  A  pipe  and  ia 
cooled  in  two  separate  tanks  in  which 
a  black,  tar-like  liquid  is  deposited. 
This  gas  is  inflammable,  and  Is  one  of 
Ihe  by-products  of  the  manufacturing 
process.  The  end  of  the  tube  com- 
municates with  the  gas  bag  on  the 
automobile  which  Is  thus  fllled.  one 
burning  in  the  retort  being  sufficient 
<or  one  of  the  smaller  bags  of  gas. 
Car  Ran  Fine  With  New  Fuel 

Prof.  MacLaurin's  car  ran  all  about 
the  University  Buildings  before  the 
bag  of  gas  began  to  fail.  Then  he 
returned  to  the  University  power 
bouse. 

It  might  perhaps  be  pointed  out 
that  the  use  of  this  product  would  be 
a  local  matter  rather  than  a  case  of 
supplying  a  whole  province  from  one 
manufacturing  plant.  The  transpor- 
tation of  atraw  for  long  distances 
would  be  le«ft  difficult  than  the  trans- 
porting back  of  the  gas.  There 
would  thun  be  one  or  more  factories 
In  each  city,  town  or  village,  so  that 
the  local  demand  for  gas  might  be 
fllled.  By  getting  the  straw  near  at 
hand  and  not  having  any  distance  to 
transport  the  gas.  the  maximum 
economic  benefit  would  be  obtained.

6y  request  of  the  Oermana.  one  of 
the  reports  states  that  the  treaty  ad- 
mits of  neither  annexation  nor  indem- 
nity; but  the  territories  taken  from 
SRoumanla  in  the  Dobrudja  and  In  the 
mountain  districts  contain  about  one- 
tenth  of  the  entire  population,  or  more 
than  800,000  4nha<bltanta.  and  extend  to 
more  than  26,000  square  kilometres. 
Strategic  reasons  have  been  invoked 
to  Justify  the  rectification  of  frontiers. 
That  pretext  Is  absurd;  If  the  Central 
Ehnplrea  were  to  emerge  victorious, 
IRoumania  would  Remain  in  the  posi- 
tion «(,a  Oerman  colony,  and  could  not 
tn  any  way  constitute  a  menace  to 
them;  on  the  other  hand,  the  victary 
of  the  Entente  would  re-establish  tha 
kingdom  in  its  integrity,  a  fact  which 
cannot  hut  be  recognized  by  our  ene- 
mies. In  reality,  the  most  fertile  for- 
ests of  the  mountain  district  are  in- 
cluded In  the  territories  joined  to  Hun- 
gary, and  the  principal  object  of  these 
rectifications  has  been  by  this  means 
to  round  off  the  sporting  estates  of  the 
Hungarian  nobles  and  to  ensure  the 
prosperity  of  the  forest  exploitation 
companies,  in  which  so  many  persona 
of  importance  in  the  two  Empires  are 
interested,  and  which  will  thus  be  in  a 
position  to  create  a  monopoly  of  build- 
ing timiber. 

A   Virtual   War  Indemnity 

The  Central  Bmplrea  have  stated 
that  the  territories  taken  from  Rou- 
mania  were  uninhabited.  That  is  not 
the  case.  The  district  annexed  to 
Hungary  contains  170  vtllagee,  with  a 
total  population  of  over  130,000  inliabl- 
tants.  This  population  Is  excluMvely 
of  the  pureat  Koumairlan  stock,  and 
has  preserved  Its  nationality,  through 
successive  invasions  In  the  mountain 
valleys,  where  it  found  an  Inviolable 
refuge  during  the  domination  of  the 
Turk. 

Finally,  the  monoply  in  the  ex- 
ploitation pt  the  forests  and  the  sale 
of  timber,  as  well  as  in  the  export  of 
cereals,  set  up  by  the  treaty  to  the 
profit  of  Germany,  in  reality  repre- 
sent a  war  indemnity,  the  payment  of 
which  will  weigh  heavily  on  Rouma- 
nla  for  a  long  time  to  come.  From 
this  year  onwards  the  profit  which 
Germany  will  realize  as  a  result  of 
the  difference  between  the  real  value 
of  the  cereals  and  the  prices  imposed 
will    be   considerable. 

Furthermore,  the  Austro-Germans 
have  enforced  the  concession  to  them- 
selves of  the  right  to  fix  the  amount 
of  cereals  to  be  exported,  and  the  val- 
uation of  this  amount  is  to  be  made 
in  relation  to  their  needs  and  not  In 
relation  to  the  abundance  of  the  har- 
vests. By  virtue,  of  this  arrangement 
Roumanla.  even  after  the  signature 
of  peace,  will  be  forced  to  submit  to 
a  measure  of  rationing  which  may 
well  amount  to  famine.  Finally,  it  Is 
the  Roumanian  Government  who 
must  advance  the  price  of  the  pro- 
duce purchased  by  the  Central  Em- 
pires, opening  for  them  a  current  ac- 
count, which  need  not  be  settled  till 
a  later  date  and  at  the  latter's  con- 
venience. 

The  treaty  has  laid  down  a  time- 
limit,  within  which  the  Roumanian 
Parliament  arp  to  approve  Its  terms; 
no  limit  is  provided  for  the  exchange 
of  ratifications;  any  unwillingness  on 
the  part  of  one  of  the  Interested  Go- 
vernments will  thus  be  sufficient  to 
ensure  the  indefinite  prolongation  to 
their  profit  of  the  enormous  advant- 
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which,  la  thaory,  stMl  vtimM.  Tha 
paaoa  of  1*11  has  not  yat  baan  imti- 
fiad  by  tha  Bu^arian  Chambars,  and 
this  Is  a  praeaAnt  which  can  be  fal- 
lovod:  bagidifc  tha  ratlffoatlon  of  ths 
traat;r  br  ihm  BouBumlaa  ParHainamt. 
whJeh  will  oartainly  taka  piaea,  eao 
•earealy  ba  eonaidarad  m  strtatly 
legal.  Tha  two  great  historical  Rou- 
msnlan  partiaa  abstained  from  parti- 
olpatlng  In  tha  alaetlon  of  this  Par- 
llamant.  whioh  thus  took  place  under 
ths  praasara  of  tha  Osrman  occupa- 
tion, before  the  Roumanian  aoldiars 
had  baan  able  to  raturo  to  thalr 
homaa  In  order  to  take  part  In  it.  and 
in  purauanca  of  an  electoral  law 
which  had  been  abrogated  by  the 
Parliament  dissolved  by  the  Marghl- 
loman  Ministry;  this  former  Parlia- 
ment was  alone  qualified  to  set  up 
the  new  electoral  system  on  the  basis 
of  universal  suffrage,  which  had  al- 
ready l>asn  voted  In  principle.  The 
names  of  the  candidates  In  this  pre- 
tence of  an  election  were  submitted 
for  the  approval  of  the  Oerman  au- 
thorities, who,  in  any  case,  were  al- 
ready in  possession  of  all  necessary 
guarantees,  owing  to  the  previous  ap- 
pointment of  M.  Marghlloman  and  to 
the  abstention  of  the  pro-Bntsnta 
party. 

"Barbarous  Exploitation.'' 

Far  from  giving  Roumanla  partial 
freedom,  the  present  peace  will  com- 
plete her  sikftjugatlon  and  her  ruin; 
Qermany  will  continue  to  occupy  her 
territories,  even  after  the  ratification, 
which,  as  we  have  seen,  she  can  put 
off  as  long  as  she  may  wish;  the 
navigation  of  the  Danube,  the  posts 
and  telegraphs,  and  the  railways  re- 
main under  German  control;  by  re- 
quest of  the  Roumanian  Government, 
a  German  delegate  has  been  appoint- 
ed to  teach  Ministry.  .War  material 
and  munitions  are  to  be  stored  in  the 
occupied  territories  and  under  the 
care  of  the  Gernuin  military  authori- 
ties: finally,  Roumanla  may  only 
keep  in  being  the  forces  necessary  for 
policing  her  territory. 

A  German  company  for  agricultural 
exploitation  has  been  founded  wKh  a 
capital  of  80,000,000  fcs.  It  seeks  to 
create  a  monopoly  of  Roumanian 
agricultural  produce  under  the  form 
of  long  leases,  conj^loded  under  cover 
of  the  occupation,  recognised  by  the 
treaties,  and  amounting,  In  reality,  to 
expropriation  in  disguise.  On  the  sig- 
nature of  the  treaty  of  peace,  the 
German  comand  promulgated  an 
order  requiring  the  entire  male  popu- 
lation of  the  occupied  territories,  that 
is  to  say,  of  two-^irds  of  Roumanla. 
between  the  ages  of  14  and  60,  to 
carry  out  such  work  as  may  be  as- 
signed to  them.  The  penalties  for 
disobedience  include  deportation  and 
imprisonment,  and  in  some  cases, 
which  are  not  expressly  defined,  even 
that  of  death. 

To  sum  up,  Germany,  by  the  treaty 
she  has  Imposed  on  Roumanla,  has 
cynically  Ignored  her  own  declara- 
tions. This  treaty  provides  for  the 
spoliation  of  the  public  lands,  for  the 
scarcely  concealed  annexation  of  the 
whole  country,  and.  after  the  peace, 
for  its  barbarous  exploitation,  and  for 
the  draining  of  its  resources  to  the 
profit  of  the  conquerors;  It  turns  Rou- 
manla Into  a  veritable  convict  settle- 
ment, where  the  entire  population  Is 
condemned  to  hard  labor  for  the 
benefit  of  the  conquerors.  It  is  a  fair 
example  of  a  German  peace.  We 
should  consider  It  all  the  more  closely, 
Inasmuch  as  the  German  delegates  In- 
formed the  Roumanian  delegates, 
who  were  appalled  at  being  required 
to  accept  such  conditions,  that  they 
would  appreciate  their  moderation 
when  they  knew  those  which  would 
be  Imposed  on  the  Western  Powers 
after  the  victory  of  the  Central  Em- 
pires. 
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WASHINGTON,  Sept.  28.— Under 
an  agreement  reached  at  the  Berne 
conference  on  prisoners  of  war,  the 
United  States  and  Germany  will  pay 
stated  sums  monthly  to  all  officers 
held  as  prisoners. 


An  Envelope  of  Heat 


T«HEKoo- 
tcnayovcn 
is  practically 
surrounded 
with  heat  — 
even,  unvary- 
ingand  steady. 
Over  the  top 
of  the  oven  ana 
down  the  right 
hand  side,  the 
heat  passes  in  a 
steady  current, 
then  underneath 
the  oven  till  it 
strikes  a  guiding 
bar  that  sends  it 
to  the  front ,  then 
straight  across 
to  the  back. 

The  oven  itself  is  constructed  of 
heavily  nickelled  steel  which  absorbs 
and  distributes  the  heat  evenly  and 
quickly  to  the  interior. 

Thus  the  oven  is  practically  smr- 
rounded  with  an  envelope  of  heat  on 
five  sidea—left,  top,  n^t,  bottom 
and  back,  and  the  outside  ia  pro- 


tected by  a  heavy  steel  door  with 
air-tight  joints  so  that  not  a  particle 
of  heat  can  escape. 

The  outside  envelope  of  the  heat 
flues,  or  the  body  of  the  range,  is  in- 
sulated with  asbestos  and  protected 
with  air-tight  joints.

The  measure  of  your  love  of  freedom 
is  your  wilfingncsi  to  deny  yourself  so 
that  the  sticn^  of  the  natioQ  for  war 
effort  will  be  increased. 

This  tetf-denial  must  take  the  form 
of  money-saving — thrift.  Each  person 
knows  in  what  way  he  or  she  may  save. 

The  national  need  says  you  must 
save,  but  free  Canada  leaves  it  to  you  to 
say  by  what  means  and  to  what  extent 
you  win  save. 


Now,  it  is  for  you,  each  of  us,  everyone 
of  us,  to  say  how  much  patriotic  endieavor, 
how  much  loyal  sacrifice  we  will  make 
by  saving  our  money,  by  "doing  without" 
so  that  each  day  will  sec  a  surplus  to  add 
to  ounown  and  the  nation's  strength.  No 
matter  how  small  the  surplus  it  is  im- 
portant because  each  saving  is  an  effort 
made,  and  many  small  individual  efforts 
make  the  mighty  national  force. 


UNBOASTING   BRITAIN 

A  Tribute.

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We  muHt  not  let  our  delight  In  the 
uitonlshlnK  afhlevements  of  our  boys, 
bearing  themeelvea  like  veterans  on 
the  bloodiest  battlefields  in  history 
and  ajralnnt  the  most  Intensively 
trained  troops  ever  sent  Into  action, 
blind  us  to  the  other  "blsr  things" 
that  have  been  and  are  being  done  In 
this  tremendous  tournament  of  the 
nations.  Even  in  our  appraisement 
orf  the  great  deeds  of  our  Allies,  we 
have  naturally  dwelt  chiefly  upon  the 
unexpected  and  the  gloriously  bizarre 
— the  slaying  of  the  flollaths  by  the 
daring  Davids.  We  have  not  stopped 
to  comment  on  the  solidity  of  Mont 
Blanc 

But  It  is.  aher  all.  on  the  solidity 
of  the  Mont  Blancs  that  we  build.  We 
all  knew  the  stuff  of  which  old  Rng- 
land  was  made.  What  she  has  done 
In  this  war — quietly,  unboastingly,  as 
In  her  wont  -has  surprised  no  one 
who  knew  English  character,  English 
■tamlna  and  English  history.  Imag- 
inative 'writers  have  mentioned  vari- 
ous moments  at  which  the  blundering 
bully  of  Berlin  lost  the  war  and  his 
ch&nc«  to  conquer  and  enslave  the 
world;  but  thoae  who  take  long  views 
of  things  and  recognise  the  primal 
force*  which  have  shaped  the  deatlny 
of  nations  sine*  th«  disintegration  of 
th«  RomaJi  Empire  will  agree  that 
the  doom  of  0«rmany'a  despotic  am- 
bition councillors  wheeled  that  nation 
Into  line  with  the  forces  of  freedom. 
He  Mumt  Have  lllil»gr^ 

If  the  KaJaar  poissstd  pretKlence 
or  had  r«ad  hta  history  he  most  have 
■hivarad — mm  .. tradition  aaya  wa  do 
tt  aooM  ooa  atapa  on  our  grava — 
ha  knaw  for  cartain  that  hta 
had  Uad  and  th4t  tha  stubborn. 
■Ilok-ta-lt  halldoc  British  had  deeldad 
to  Ifws  ar  dia  with  tba  Franeh.  Tha 
British  hava  a  bad  raeord  for  an 
ta  faoa.  Thay 
t«  kla 
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— they  curbed  the  power  of  Louis 
the  Great  of  France — they  grappled 
with  the  mighty  Napoleon  and  never 
let    go. 

So  they  entered  upon  the  task  of 
bringing  down  —  to  paraphrase 
Kipling— the  Bea«t  that  walked  like 
a  Man.  They  were  under  obllga- 
fiona  to  send  some  eighty  thousand 
soldiers  to  help  the  French.  The 
Kaiser,  measuring  their  honour  by 
his  own,  thought  they  would  per- 
functorily and  literally  redeem  this 
pledge,  and  let  it  go  at  that.  Hence 
his  remark  about  their  "contemp- 
tible little  army".  The  fact  ia  that 
Great  Britain  alone  has  sent  on  land 
and  sea  a  total  of  six  and  a  quarter 
millions.  Her  Empire  has  added  two 
and  a  quarter  millions  more  to  this. 
Over  eight  millions  instead  of  eighty 
thousand — a  hundred  in  place  of  one. 
That  is  the  British  way.  When  we 
send  fifteen  millions  we  will  have 
done  as   well — but  not  till  then. 

England  was  no  more  a  military 
nation  than  America  when  the  war 
began.  She  learned  to  fight  by  light- 
ing— and  dying.  We  are  profiting  to- 
day by  her  tragic  experience.  Thou- 
sands of  our  American  lads  will  com* 
home  to  us  alive  and  whole  becauss 
thousands  of  our  blood-brothers  from 
the  British  Isles  have  been  killed  and 
mutilated — and  have  taught  us  how 
to  escape.  Britain  made  her  armies 
while  France  and  her  own  navy  held 
the  gap,  and  then  shs  poured  them 
Into  France  and  Flandsrs  by  the 
million  to  flght  back  tha  eruption  of 
Cava  Men  that  tbraatened  to  sub- 
merge elvlllsatfbn. 

What  Tbejr  Hav«  Done 
vrtixt  the  English  have  done  In 
this  war  Is  too  recent  to  need  racapl- 
tnlatton.  They  gradually  took  over 
greater  and  greater  sections  of  ths 
front,  tliey  first  foncht  dafenalva 
actions  with  all  the  donad  eoarace 
for  which  tha  Brttlsti  are  Camous — 
than  thay  er'aated  that  early  tarn  In 
tha  tide  which  released  the  aeries 
of  Allied  offanalTaa  that  llnally  aaat 
the  Oamaaa  baek  lb  tha  Hiadaabntv 
Una — and  hajroiU.  Thmr  roaa  to  tb« 
nuOt  of  ft  liD  wtmttrw  rifly.  •<• 


France — and  there  is  no  higher  rank. 
For  all  this  they  paid.  There  Is 
hardly  a  home  in  Great  Britain  which 
does  not  have  its  unvisited  grave  In 
France  or  Belgium — not  a  street  on 
which  the  permanently  maimed  do 
not  limp  to  unaccustomed  tasks. 
And  the  figures  show  that  the  per- 
centage of  casualties  from  the  Mother 
Country  exceeds  the  percentage  from 
the  Overseas  Dominions,  thus  dis- 
posing of  one  of  the  vilest,  meanest, 
most  dastardly  lies  of  the  whole 
Satanic  Oerman  propaganda,  which 
charged  that  the  English  were  put- 
Ing  their  colonials  and  their  allies  in 
the  forefront  of  the  battle.  Liord 
NorthcUffe  estimates  their  killed 
alone  at  900.000! 

England's  contributions  outside  the 
western  front  have  been  worthy  of 
a  great  nation,  even  If  they  stood 
alone.  Her  navy  has  kept  the  seas 
free  for  the  commerce  and  the 
troop  transports  of  the  Allied  World. 
It  has  bottled  up  the  German  Qavy 
from  the  first.  Her  ships  have  coal- 
ed, fed  and  munitioned  the  French — 
brought  legions  and  food  supplies 
from  the  seven  seas.  We  are  proud 
of  our  own  swift  shipment  of  troops 
to  the  firing  line  during  the  days  of 
the  soul-shaking  danger  this  last 
Summer:  but  well  over  half  of  them 
went  In  British  boltoqis  convoyed  by 
British    warships.  ' 

Where  Tli«y  Have  Fought 

Then  where  have  not  the  British 
fought?  The  Saei  was  In  danger. 
It  vaa  the  British  that  protectefl  It. 
There  were  Oerman  naval  statlona  In 
the  Pacific.  The  British  mopped 
them  np.  Russia  asked  help  by  way 
of  the  Dardanellea  The  British  tried 
to  give  It.  Intervention  was  needed 
on  tha  Tigris.  The  British  supplied 
It.  The  British  were  at  Balontea. 
Brttlah  .ships  wara  In  the  Adriatic. 
Tha  Brttlah  colonial  troops  fraad 
Africa  from  the  Oermana.  ^rltlah 
diplomaer  atMidled  the  Moslem  world 
when  tha  Tnrklsh  Sultan  and  bis 
Bhalk-vl-Iglaai  proclaimed  k  holy 
war.  Tha  Brttlah  today  are  raovtac 
aotrth   Arom   Arrtiaa— I  •■«    ar»    af 


Britain  financed  the  Allied  nations 
till  we  came  in  to  share  the  titanlu 
task.  Her  industries  have  clothed, 
munitioned  and  supplied  them  in 
various  vital  ways.  The  Germans 
say  <hat  shl»  has  "prolonged  the 
war."  By  that  they  mean  that  she 
has  kept  up  the  fighting  spirit  of  the 
Allies  and  supported  their  morale. 
The  Briton  Is  a  dour  fighter  and 
knows  no  end  to  a  struggle  savs  vic- 
tory or  death.  He  never  fights  a 
limited  liability  war — he  goes  in  with 
his  whole  soul.  The  day  that  British 
khaki  appeared  upon  the  battlefields 
of  France  it  was  declared  that  there 
could  be  but  one  of  two  ends  to  this 
conflict — the  collapse  of  the  British 
Empire  or  the  final  failure  of  Ger- 
many's  dream    of   world    conquest. 

But  no  one  save  the  German  Intel- 
ligence department  has  known  or 
ever  will  know  half  of  what  Britain 
has  done  When  It  comes  to  self- 
laudation  the  British  are  the  poorest 
sdvertisers    the    world    has   ever   seen.

'fcoat  of  ita  captuK  In  men,  well  know-

nay  thna  expect  terrlflc  counter-at- 
*taolcs  on  the  Canadians  now  they  have 
.gained  the  poaltlon. 

"Krom  the  western  end  of  Bourlon 
Wood,  during  the  former  Cambral 
ahow,  I  could  look  down  the  strong 
iMarcolng  line  of  trenches  straight  into 
Marcoing,  which  tho  Canadian  cavalry 
brigade  had  Just  captured.  Through 
glaaaea  we  could  aee  Hun  batteries 
limbering  and  pulling  out  In  desperate 
~haate  for  Cantalng.  A  big  airdrome  at 
the  Camp  dea  Manoeuvres  was  set  on 
i^^  and  was  burning  fiercely. 

"To  have  gained  Bourlon  in  such  a 
abort  fight  Is  marvellous.  The  <'an- 
adtans  attacked  from  the  northwest, 
through  Moeuvres  and  across  the 
Canal  du  Nord.  The  canal  itself  la  a 
tremendous  obstacle.  At  this  part 
down  to  below  Havrlncourt  the  excava- 
tion has  not  been  completed,  and  It  is 
a  hutge  dry  ravine  of  uneven  ground  at 
leaat  85  feet,  deep  and  a*»out  100  feei 
across.  .411  the  bridges  across  have 
been  destroyed.  When  we  held  this 
aectlon  of  the  canal  last  time  the  Can- 
adian Overaeaa  Construction  Corps 
managed  In  leas  than  five  hours  to 
build  a  bridge  that  would  take  light 
Cuna  across.  To  get  to  Bourlon  Village 
the  Canadians  have  had  to  storm  the 
IMarcoing  trench  system,  almost  u.^ 
powerful  lis  the  Hlndfi>burg  line  itself. 
which  branches  off  from  Just  east  of 
Oraincourt.  And  even  with  that  won 
they  have  taken  one  of  the  German's 
most  vaunted  positions  in  Bourlon  it 
aelf.  There  is  a  long  level  -plain  of 
about  a  thousand  yards  between  the 
IMarcoing  switch  and  the  village. 
Three  old  quurrles  situated  half  way 
acro.ss  give  splendid  shelter  for  a  de- 
fending force,  and  were  always  a  noted 
nest  for  "machine  ^na  It  Is  likely  that 
the  Canadians  got  through  this  barrier 
in  the  early  morning  fog.  Bourlon  Vil- 
lage Is  a  mass  of  concrete  and  steel, 
with  tremendously  strong  trench  Sys- 
tems at  the  western  end,  which  have 
been  there  since  1916.  but  have  been 
always  kept  In  shape. 

"There  is  a  quarry  on  the  edge  of  the 
town  which  held  up  the  British  In  the 
laat  ahow  for  over  a  day.  North  is  a 
wrecked  chateau,  which  was  once  Ger- 
man headquarters,  and  which  has 
elaborate  underground  tunnels  running 
back  Into  the  town  Itself.  The  Cam- 
liral  railway  at  this  eml  of  the  village 
runs  through  a  deep  rutlluK,  another 
obstacle  to  attacking  infantry. 

"The  Canadians  have  overcome  all 
these  obstacles,  the  line  now  show.<<, 
and  Bourlon  is  added  to  their  laiirel.s. 
It  Ls  quite  as  big.  an  a<'hlevement  a.s 
ihelr  other  great  successes  In  the.se 
htippy   days."

•  IN  HEAVY  DRIVE 

Brilliantly  Perform  Task  of 
Crossing  Canal  du  Nord  and 
Storming  Bourlon  Wood — 
New  Men  Do  Well. 


CANADIAN  ARMY  IN  FRANCEJ. 
Sept.  28. —  (By  J.  F.  B.  Llveaay,  Can- 
adian Press  Correspondent) — In  the 
drive  between  Douai  and  Cambral 
which  started  yesterday  the  Cana- 
dian army  was  glveit  the  initial  task 
of  crossing  the  Canal  du  Nord  and 
storming    Bourlon    Wood. 

The  capture  of  the  jvood,  however, 
was  but  part  of  the  brilliant  strategic 
plan.  While  a  large  body  of  Can- 
adian troops  was  engaged  on  thla 
front,  as  many  more  were  employed 
in  a  wide  turning  movement  against 
the  enemy  positions  rendered  impreg- 
nable by  the  flooded  canal  farther 
north.  These  elements  crossed  the 
canal  a  llttlo  northeast  of  Inchy-en- 
Artois  and  then  bent  north,  taking 
the  enemy  defence  In  the  flank  all 
along  these  eastern  slopes. 

The  enemy,  who  no  doubt  regain- 
ed It  aa  a  position  unassailable  by 
frontal  attack,  was  thus  turned  and 
captured  at   relatively  small  coat. 

A  feature  of  the  battle  waa  the 
excellent  account  given  of  themselves 
by  the  now  reinforcements  who  dur- 
ing the  past  three  weeks  have 
brought  the  infantry  units  up  to 
strength.  Many  of  these  were  one- 
year  men,  and  if  they  suffered  per- 
haps during  their  training  ^nder  the 
stipma  of  being  conscripts,  they 
learned  when  they  reached  the  bat- 
tleline  that  they  were  regarded  aa 
comrades  In  arms.  Imbued  with  that 
sulilt,  they  gave  a  magniflcent  ac- 
count of  themselves.  "Good  Cana- 
tilans  all,"  commefAlkd  a  brigadier 
whose  command  by  reason  of  Ita 
lighting  losses  In  the  past  seven 
weeks  had  received  a  very  large 
number  of  these   recruits. 

Tired  out  as  they  were  with  the 
month  of  heavy  fighting,  coupled 
with  long  route  marches,  the  veter- 
ans of  the  battles  of  Amlena  and 
Arras  were  back  to  top  forTn  today. 
The  Canadians,  who  were  the  first 
to  cross  the  Canal  du  Nord  between 
Moeuvres  and  Marcoing,  had  expect- 
ed very  heavy  '  fighting  and  were 
much  disgusted  at  meeting  only 
slight  resistance.  The  Germans  bolt- 
ed so  fast  that  they  were  out  of 
sight  before  an  effective  rifle  Are 
could   be  opened  on  them.

DAWSON.  Sept.  2!». — A  general 
movement  Is  on  foot  here  to  encourage 
tne  continuation  of  mining  operations 
bv  cnde.ivoring  to  secure  a  bonus  on 
gold  produced,  from  the  P'cderal  Gov- 
ernment.

ward the  end  of  Bulgaria's  activitiea. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  probably  sev- 
eral other  phases  must  be  passed 
through  before  the  whole  Bulgarian 
nation  can  be  brought  to  appreciate 
that  nothing  less  can  be  expected  than 
the  terms  laid  down  In  the  French 
and  British  replies.  Only  acceptance 
of  such  terms.  It  was  held,  can  pre- 
vent the  destruction  of  the  Bulgarian 
army  and  the  occupation  of  Bulgarian 
cities    by    the    Entente   troops. 

The  statement  of  the  German  For- 
eign Minister,  Von  Ulntze.  that  Ger- 
man and  Austrian  renerves  were  being 
rushed  to  Bulgaria  to  prevent  a  aur- 
render  Is  not  talben  seriously.  OflT- 
clala  here  believe  no  such  reserves 
are  available,  and  reinforcements 
from  the  north  can  be  provided  only 
by  depleting  the  Austrian  army  on  the 
Italian  border.  Leaeening  of  Austrian 
strength  would  doubtleaa  lead  to  an 
Immediate  offenalve  by  the  Italian 
commanders. 

But  it  is  conceived  here  that  no  la- 
conalderable  number  of  the  Bulsar- 
lan  offlclala  and  people  mlsht  be  dla- 
poeed  to  credit  thla  atatcment  and 
thereby  strengthened  In  thalr  oppoei- 
tloT)  to  the  acceptanbe  of  tenna  which 
the  Bntente  la  willing  to  (rant.  Thara 
ta  aino  to  be  taken  hito  acooaat  the 
Inflaenea  atfTI  rematalnc  In  the  royal 
palaca.  whlnh  la  andarataatf  th  ba  attll 
Intenacly  pro-0«nm«n  an4  btttaHjr  op- 
poeed  to  any  kind  of  an 
that  mlyht  lead  to  paaaa  dk!ta«a«  hy 
the  Bntairta.  Thane  and 
aMoratlofla  micM;  H  li 


turn  their  backs  at  first  on  the  Allied 
proposals  and  seek  for  help  from  out- 
side to  save  their  countiTr  from  com- 
plete subjudication. 

In  that  event  It  la  auggeated  that  It 
might  be-  the  United  SUtea  to  whom 
Bulgarians  would  turn  aa  a  friendly 
nation,  with  an  appeal  to  exercise  Ita 
good  offices  to  secure  better  terms 
than  are  now  proposed  by  their  en- 
emies.

ENEMY'S  REPOIIT 
BEUniES  GAINS 


Speaks  Generally  of  Unsuc- 
cessful Attacks  by  Allies — 
Some  Grudging  Admissions 
of  Lost  Ground  Made. 


BERLIN,  Sept.  28. — The  text  of 
the  German  War  Office  statement  fol- 
lows : 

"The  English  are  attacking  In  the 
direction  of  Cambral  and  to  the 
south  thereof,  and  the  French  in  the 
Champagne  and  the  Americans  east 
of  tho  Argonne  are  continuing  their 
attacks. 

"partial  advances  and  partial  at- 
tacks  between   Yprea  and   the  Scarpe. 

well  aa  between  the  Ailette  and  the 
Alsne.  form  part  of  the  great  attack- 
ing operations  of  the  enemy. 

"On  both  sides  of  Marqulon  and  be- 
tween Moeuvres  and  Villera-Quislain 
the  first  aaaault  of  .the  enemy  broke 
down  before  our  lines.  At  Innhy  the 
enemy  advanced  toward  Bourlon  and 
Havrlncourt  and  towards  Pleaquierea 

"In  Jhe  oouree  of  the  battle  the  en- 
emy aucceeded  in  extending  these 
breachea  and  in  pressing  us  back  to 
the  north  cf  the  Arras-Cambral  high 
road  aa  far  aa  the  Olse-le-Verger  and 
Haynecouit  line. 

"In  the  evening  the  battle  still  was 
fluctuating  south  of  the  high  road, 
but  after  a  aucceasful  counter-attack 
the  Bourlon  wood-Ribecourt  line  held. 
Before  our  poaltions  between  Ribe- 
court  and' Vlllers-Gulslan  the  enemy's 
attacks  failed. 

"Between  Epehy  and  Belllcourt 
strong  attacks  delivered  by  Engllah 
and  American  dtvlaiona  were  repulsed. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  Mghtlng  the 
enemy  everywhere  had  been  driven 
back  to  the  poeitiona  whence  he 
started  at  Lemplre.  and  even  beyond 
thoee  poeta. 

"Between  the  Ailette  and  the  Aiane 
partial  attacka  of  the  enemy  eaat  of 
Vauxalllon  and  west  of  Jouy  were 
repulsed. 

"In  the  Champagne,  the  French, 
and  eaat  of  Argonne.  the  Americana, 
failed  to  make  strong  attacks  at  cer- 
tain points,  employing  freah  divialons. 

"The  French,  in  their  frequently- 
repeated  attacka  between  the  Suippe 
and  the  Aiane,  were  able  to  gain  only 
a  little  ground. 

"In  the  evening  we  were  fighting  at 
Auberive,  aouth  of  Somme-Py-Qra- 
treull-Bouconvllle-Cernay    wood    line. 

"The  attacks  of  the  Americans 
east  (St  Argonne  were  brought  to  a 
standstill  south  of  Apremont-Cierges 
line. 

"Montfaucon  was  evacuated  In  view 
of  the  threatening  surrounding  move- 
ment. Attacks  by  way  of  Montfaucon 
and  to  the  east  thereof  failed  before 
our  new  lines. 

"The  French  and  Americans  yester- 
day again  suffered  heavy  losses. 

"Yesterday  we  shot  down  thirty- 
three  airplane*." 

West  of  Cambral.  in  the  Cham- 
pagne and  west  of  the  Meuse,  heavy 
enemy  attacks  failed,  says  ttve  Ger- 
man War  Office  statement  issued  to- 
night. Anglo-Belgian  attacks  are 
under  way  between  Dlxmude  and  the 
Lys  In  Flanders,  it  is  added. 


Much  Idqaor  Poured  Out 

SALT  LAKE  CITY,  Sept.  28— Four 
thousand  gallons  of  beer,  wine,  elder 
and  whisky,  seized  since  Utah  went 
Into  the  prohibition  column  fourteen 
months  ago.  gurgled  from  barrels  and 
bottles  In  front  of  the  city  hall  hero 
today  and  *ran  down  the  city's  deep 
gutter  like  a  fair  sized  torrent.  The 
liquor  destroyed  by  the  police  waa 
valued    at   about    $40,000. 


ARCHANQBU  Sept.  14.  —^(De- 
layed)— American  troopa.  who  ara 
taking  part  In  the  operationa  In  vir- 
tually all  aectora  on  the  Northern 
Ruaaian  front,  have  captured  aeveral 
vniagea  in  recent  fighting.  The  net 
result  of  the  fighting,  in  which  tha 
Americana  co-operated  with  the  Brtt-< 
lab  and  Ruaslana  In  taking  many 
more  placea  in  the  last  ten  daya 
along  the  Dwina,  is  an  advance  of 
moie  than  60  mllea. 

BrJtlah  and  Ruaaian  alrplanea  ara 
continually  obaerving  and  homblns 
the  Bolahevlki. 

Theae  operationa.  which  are  *tlll  in 
progreaa,  bealdea  acoring  a  60-mlla 
advance,  have  been  accomi>anled  by 
the  ainklng  of  at '  least  four  enemy 
ships,  the  capture  of  several  guna, 
many  machine  guns  and  much  Wfc.r 
material.  Prisoners  have  been  picked 
up  to   the   number  of  nearly   100. 

Enemy  plups  retiring  hastily  to- 
ward Kotlas  sowed  mines  aa  they 
went  back,  and  the  Allied  progresa 
lias  been  Impeded  by  the  neoeattity 
of  mine  sweepirg.  Allied  casualties 
have  been  very  small. 

The  operationN  began  on  the  mo.*ii- 
Infc'  of  Septombor  24,  when  a  party 
of  Russian.  British  and  America ii 
forces  left  Nijnl-Kltsa.  working  down 
the  left  bank.  Zadborl  and  Shidpova 
were  occupied  that  evening. 

On  the  same  day  the  Allied  moni- 
tor surprised  the  •enemy  ship  Mo- 
il alga  in  a  fog.  Heavy  casuaitl?a 
were  Included  on  the  enemy,  andsome 
prisoners  wer'e   taken. 

The  monitor  continued  on  and 
landed  a  party  at  Chamova.  The 
party,  however,  was  faced  by  a  hoe- 
tlle  artillery  fire  the  Allied  ships  be- 
ing compelled  to  withdraw  again  to 
the  mouth  cf  tho  Vafea.  On  the 
morning  of  September  16  the  British 
and  Russians  suoaeeded  in  reaching 
Chamova.  There  three  guns,  several 
limbers  and  other  carapheinalia  wero 
captured.  In  the  afternoon  the  Vm- 
eilcana  Utd  British  tobk  Navalak, 
capturing  a  few  prisoners.  The  «u- 
emey   scattered    in    the   forest. 

On  September  18,  a  monitor  auc- 
ceeded In  getl.ng  a  h'it  on  an  enemy 
ship  which  hbd  been  bombarding  tha 
Allied  troops.  The  ammunition  o-\ 
board  th'.  ship  blew  up,  deatroyln^ 
the  vessel.  The  enemy,  retiring 
across  an  island  here,  waa  caught  by 
our  shells,  and  additional  prlnoners 
were  taken,  including  two  offlcera. 

There  is  an  unconfirmed  report 
that  the  big  enemy  gunboa't  "Bo- 
gatyr"  was  sunk  by  striking  a  Bolahe- 
vlki mine.  Near  Chamova  an  enemy 
mine  waa  destroyed  by  the  Allied 
forces. 

On  September  17  the  Americana  or- 
cupled  Shouahouga  and  Tulgolal: 
(Tulgolak  la  11  mllea  northeast  A 
Kotlas).  The  advance  was  contin- 
ued, and  on  the  21st  Seltxo  was  at- 
tacked and  captred  by  Russian  and 
American   forea. 

The  enemy  caaualtles.  although  un- 
doubtedly large,  cannot  be  accurately 
estimated  because  most  of  the  fight- 
ing  has   been   in    forests. 

Wnilo  this  fighting  was  golny  on, 
another  column  of  Russian  and  Al- 
lied forces  was  advancing  on  tho 
right  bank  of  the  Dvlna.  On  tho 
mOrningr  of  September  16  they  occu- 
pied Prillkl.  The  enemy  loaaea  In 
killed  were  conalderable.  On  tha 
afternoon  of  the  19th  thla  column 
occupied  Pleaa.  caualng  the  enemy 
heavy  causalties.  On  the  Jlat.  ettll 
advancing  on  the  right  bank.  th« 
patrolo  were  In  the  neighborhood  ot 
Troika. 

The  niovcments  on  the  right  ban'i 
were  impeded  by  boggy  terrain.  Tho 
guns  were  eventually  brought  up  hy 
barges.

The  fact  that  Pte.  Peat's  name  Is 
BO  wall  known  through  the  States  aa 
author  and  lecturer  has  made  him 
tha  Bubject  of  many  Interviews,  so 
hia  life-story  has  been  much  writ- 
ten. Ha  was  twenty-flve  ^eara  of 
taca  en  Juty  13  last.  Of  his  early 
boykeod  Httla  need  be  said.  He  ran 
awar  from  Hiyh  Ckhool  in  Toronto  iii 
199f  and  went  to  Bdmonton  on  a 
harrastars'  tickat;  raaohinK  his  des- 
liaMBon  with  $2.80  in  pocket  and 
with  one  acquaintance  In  the  city. 
Hia  first  lob  was  In  a  leather  and 
harness  business.  But  he  was  a 
rolling  stone,  and  six  months  later 
was  looking  for  somethlnir  else  to  do. 
"Hm  started'  out  selllnc  furniture  on 
tha  tastahnant  plan.  Then  he  open- 
ed lip.  with  a  capital  of  150.  as  a  tea 
and  coffee  merchant.  Two  partners 
wara  with  him  in  the  business  known 
I  aa  the  Alberta  Tea  A  Coffee  Com- 
'  naay  when  he  went  bankrupt.  This 
WM  In  July,   1»14. 

The  w«r  began.  He  went  ov««r 
wltjl  the  first  lot  of  Canadians.  He 
cOBfeases  that  he  did  not  dUtiniculHh 
hlniaelf  in  France,  but  before  he  irot 
iirroas  the  channel,  while  training  In 
Ehigcland,  he  once  went  away  for 
thraa  weeks,  came  back  to  camp,  an- 
RWared  thw  roll,  and  discovered  that 
he  had  never  been  mtseed  by  the 
sercaant.  He  attributes  his  "gret 
away"  to  his  siae,  as  he  was  an  inch 
too  small  round  the  chest  when  he 
offared  himself  to  the  military  auth- 
orttlaa  as  a  soldier. 

Itotnmed  Soldier 
Xtl  1916,  carrying  a  few  severe 
wounds  as  reminders  of  his  trip 
ovaraeas.  he  was  erlven  his  honor- 
able discharge  and  came  t>ack  to  the 
Pralrlea.  He  waa  asked  to  tell  some- 
Ihlas  about  his  experiences  when  he 
catna  bock.  His  first  audience  was  a 
Bunday  School,  and  numbers^  about 
one  hundred  souls.  He  haa  a  racy 
Htyle,  and  was  so  warmly  congratu- 
lated after  twelve  minutes'  eloquence 
that  he  dimly  planned  a'  lecturing 
tour.  This  ultimately  came  to  pass. 
He  wrote  to  the  Red  Cross  and  suc- 
ceeded In  convincing  them  that  he 
c-ould  help  them  by  lecturing  on  a 
peroantage  basis.  In  six  months  he 
had  visited  every  town  of  any  slae  In 
tha  provinces  of  Albe^a  and  British 
Cotambla  and  had  turned  over  $6,000 
to  tha  Red  Croaa. 

BCaantime  ha  aent  for  Mrs.  Peat- 
to-ba.  The  Red  Cross  tour  ended. 
Ha  started  for  the  West  Indies,  but 
hia  recaption  by  the  Governor  was 
not  as  cordial  as  he  expected,  so  fie 
came  back  to  New  York,  eventually 
returning  to  FMmonton  and  re-tour- 
Ing  Alberta.  At  the  end  of  that  tour 
he  was  married  and  with  his  wife 
started  for  Alaska.  At  Rkagway  he 
.  waa  arrested  for  appearing  on  neu- 
tral aoll  in  uniform  of  a  Canadinn 
HolAer.  Then  he  cam*  south  again. 
Just  when  the  United  States  declar- 
ed war.  and  one  day  made  an  im- 
puUdva  decision  to  cross  over  the  bor- 
der onca  more  to  try  his  luck.  The 
end  of  it  all  was  that  he  got  an  en- 
gasament  to  speak  at  the  Chicago 
Athletic  Club.  This  waa  a  great  suc- 
ceaa.  and  on  the  strength  of  It  he 
went  to  one  of  the  managers  and 
triad  to  draw  up  some  kind  of  plan 
for  a  lecture  tour.  He  was  turned 
down,  but  three  months  later,  when 
,  his  name  was  made,  had  from  the 
same  manager  an  offer  of  $250  per 
'  lecture. 

His  real  debut  was  at  the  Chicaco 
Orchestra  Hall,  where  he  took  $8,800 
at  the  door  for  a  well -advertised 
moating.  Thereafter  he  had  no  more 
trouble. 

His  manuscript  for  "Pte.  Peat"  was 
ftnlabad  before  Mrs.  Peat  got  acroas 
to  Canada,  but  she  typed  It  out  for 
him  and  It  went  like  hot-cakes  when 
It  got  into  the  publisher's  hands.  Af- 
ter tha  book  appeared  came  requests 
from  almost  all  the  well  known 
masaalnes  and  newspapers  of  the 
Unltad  States.  Canada  and  Bngland 
for  articles.  He  is  now  on.  his  way 
'  to  tha  United  States  to  start  an  eight 
months'  lecture  tour  through  Bast 
and  Weat.

Mra.  Private  Feat 

Private  Peat'a  wlfe'a  career  as  a 
writer  dates  much  further  back  than 
Private  Peat's.  BSveryone  who  haa 
read  "Private  Peat"  should  know 
that  one  of  the  best  chapters  in  the 
book  waa  written  by  her.  She  waa 
attached  to  the  staff  of  the  London 
Dally  Chronicle  for  four  and  a  half 
years  and  had  written  for  the  Tatler. 
the  London  Dally  Telegraph,  the 
Daily  Mirror,  the  Sketch,  the  Dally 
Mall,  and  other  papers.  When  the 
war  began  she  was  In  Irelafd.  her 
native  country.  But  she  came  back 
to  action  again  attached  to  the  staff 
of  Herbert  N.  Casson.  the  big  effi- 
ciency man.  formerly  of  New  York, 
later  of  London.  His  work  waa  to 
increase  the  national  output  of  war 
products,  and  was  directly  connected 
with  the  work  of  women  In  the  war. 
Through  her  connection  with  the  of- 
fice Mrs.  Peat  came  to  have  a  wide 
knowledge  of  the  rondlllonii  amonR 
women  emplcvees  In  the  old  land. 
She  la  still  thinking  out  a  solution  of 
the  great  problem:  "What  Is  to  be- 
come     of      all      these      women      war- 
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the  men  come  back  ?"  Simultaneous 
ly  with  her  war  work  she  was  Wo- 
men's Work  editor  of  Bverywoman'n 
Magaxine,  London,  and  helped  many 
women  to  find  positions  In  munition 
faotorlas.  After  Christmas  she  ia  to 
begin  lecturing  too,  and  has  already 
formulated  a  plan  for  re-establish- 
ment of  women  aftt-r  the  war  which 
Is  to  be  the  subject  of  an  appeal 
she  will  make  to  the  women  of  the 
United   States. 

"Pat"  Peat  ia  the  third  member  of 
the  family,  fehe  is  only  a  little  more 
than  four  months  old,  but  already  flli-

Vilhiahnur  Stefansson  Declares 
Millions  of  Tons  of  Meat 
Could  Be  Produced  Annu- 
ally by  Conservation  Method. 


A  vast,  untapped  reaervoir  of  meat 
and  hides  which  would  give  British 
Columbia  each  year  an  enormous 
revenue  Is  pictured  by  Vllhjalmur 
Stefansson,  the  explorer,  who  spent 
several  days  In  Victoria  last  week. 
He  declared  that  the  elimination  of 
the  wolf  packs  and  the  proper  con- 
servation of  the  Province's  bic  game — 
moose,  reindeer,  caribou  and  moun- 
tain sheep — would  result  in  an  annual 
production  of  meat  In  Northern  Brit- 
ish Columbia  alone  totalling  10,000,- 
000   tons. 

"Kor  some  unknown  reason.'  said 
the  Arctic  explorer,  "the  people  of 
Canada  and  the  United  States  look 
with  distaste  upon  tike  meat  of  ani- 
mals which  have  always  made  this 
continent  their  habitat.  Probably  it 
Is  the  natural  conservatism  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  race  that  has  ha4  the 
tendency  of  retaining  In  popular  fa- 
vor today  the  same  articles  of  food 
that  our  ancestors  ate  in  ancient 
times.  We  have  cultivated  a  liking 
for  beefsteak  and  mutton,  produced 
by  animals  which,  like  ourselves,  had 
their  origin  in  Central  Asia.  Through 
tht;  centuries  our  race  has  continued 
to  seek  Its  prlncipHl  susteniyice  from 
those  aiiinialM  —  indigenous  to  the 
•  radio    lit    oun    own    clvillaatlon.       We

Mr.  Landsberg  presented  the  finan- 
cial statements  for  August  and  Sep- 
tember. The  committee  expressed 
their  great  plea^iure  at  having  Mr. 
Landfyperg  present  again,  wished  him 
a  speedy  recovery  from  his  recent 
accident,  and  took  advantage  of  the 
occasloA  to  put  on  record  their  appre- 
ciation of  the  splendid  work  he  has 
done  for  the  branch.

Cattle    il4*plaec   the    Bison 

"The  fact  that  we  drove  back  the 
bison  from  the  plains  and  that  we 
have  practically  exterminated  the 
Hpeclca  Is  not  so  unnatural,'  said  Mr. 
StefaPHson.  "because  it  has  been 
proved  that  Shorthorn  cattle  can 
thrive  Just  as  well  on  the  same  area 
and  that  they  are  more  suitable  to 
the  wants  of  man.  The  land  of  the 
bison  has  been  turned  Into  profitable 
account  In  another  direction,  too,  by 
the.  growing  of  wheat.  The  fate  of 
the  bison   la  not   a  case  in  point. 

"What  1  refer  to  is  the  absolute 
neglect  of  the  vast  herds  of  wild  ani- 
mals breeding  fur  In  the  north  In 
territory  peculiarly  fitted  to  their  re- 
qulrcnients.  We  have  evidence  that 
the  musk  ox,  for  instance,  at  one 
period  roamed  over  one-third  oX  the 
area  of  the  whole  of  Canada,  yet 
now  they  are  to  be  found  only  In  a 
restricted  territory  far  to  the  north. 
This  ij  due  to  the  thoughtless  war- 
fare that  has  been  pertnltted  against 
the  musk  ox  ever  since  Its  existence 
became  known.  The  musk  ox  can 
live  as  far  north  as  any  other  ani- 
mal and  can  far  outdistance  ordinary 
cattle  in  that  respect.  Any  argument 
(o  the  ctTect  that  better  results  could 
be  obtained  on  musk  ox  territory  by 
domesticated  herds  Is  empty.  There- 
fore, here  is  a  tremendous  opportun- 
ity for  Canada. 

Wholesale  Slaughter 

"The  wholesale  slaughter  of  the 
nrusk  o.x  that  is  now  going  on  In  the 
north,  especially  by  the  Eskimos, 
should  be  prohibited,  and  the  spe- 
cies should  be  Introduced  In  many 
districts  whence  they  have  been 
driven  In  the  past  due  to  Indiscrim- 
inate butchering.  The  musk  ox  Is  of 
tremendous  value  as  a  meat-pro, - 
ducer,  and  I  contend  that  the  domes- 
tication of  larKe  herds  would  be  a 
profitable  venture.  Proper  conserva- 
tion of  this  resource,  together  with 
the  development  of  a  national  favor 
for  the  meat  and  other  products  of 
the  musk  ox,  would  result  In  a  stag- 
gering addition  to  Canada's  annual 
production  of  meat.  With  meat 
prices  as  high  aa  they  are,  and  with 
the  demand  for  meat  overseas  so 
presRinK,  the  proposition  should  cer- 
tainly be  worth  a  trial,  and  I  have 
no  fears  of  it.s  failure. 

"The  development  of  the  musk  ox, 
however,  will  take  some  time  to  take 
effect.  Our  Immediate  opportunity 
In  British  Columbia  is  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  moose,  the  caribou,  rein- 
deer and  '  mountain  sheep.  Tf  the 
scheme  were  handled  In  the  right 
way.  the  flrnt  year  would  bring  In 
10,000,000  ton.<?  and  there  would  be 
an  Increase  of  .10  per  cent.  In  each 
Biiccessive  season.  There  are,  how- 
ever, two  consldoratlons  that  must  be 
given  effect  before  any  such  produc- 
tion could  be  contemplated.  Hunt- 
ing would  have  to  be  confined  to  a 
coiiipHratlvely  small  area  and  a  heavy 
penalty  would  have  to  be  set  for 
shooting  feniales  of  any  of  the  four 
species.  And.  most  important  of  all, 
we  must  declare  a  war  to  the  finish 
against  the  wolf,  which,  next  fo  the 
bllzznril,  is  the  Northland's  greatest 
enemy. 

Ix^t   Boasts  of  Prey  Live 

"It  seems  to  be  absolutely  illogical 
that  we  should  sacrifice  the  meat- 
producers  to  the  fur-producers  and 
beasts  of  prey.  After  all,  the  ftir 
trade  is  a  luxury  trade.  That  fact  Is 
accentuated  by  the  war,  when  the 
cry  of  the  whole  world  Is  for  food. 
It  is  nothing  short  of  criminal  for 
11  colossal  known  resource  of  food  to 
be  neglected  In  such  timea  aa  these, 
and  I  think  that  this  statem>nt  ap- 
plies to  British  Columbia's  game 
herds.  It  would  be  a  much  wiser 
course.  I  believe,  fo  sacrifice  the  fur- 
bearer  In  favor  of  the  meat-producer. 
and  I  feel  sure  that  human  Ingenuity 
could  contrive  a  way  of  poisoning  the 
wolf  without  necessarily  doing  away 
with  other  animals,  such  as  the  fox, 
ermine,  mink  and  weasel,  which  pro- 
vide the  livellh^d  for  the  trapper 
and  which  do  ho  harm  to  the  spe- 
cies valued  for  their  meat.  As  a  re- 
sult of  the  laroads  of  the  wolf,  the 
caribou  herds  of  the  north  are  about 
holding  their  own.  With  the  wolf 
and  the  ruthless  hunter  eliminated, 
there  would  be  a  subatantlal  increase 
In  the  herds  each  year  and  every 
three  years  they  would  about  double 
In  else.  Conservation  of  Its  wild  life 
Is  on«r  of  the  moat  preaaing  under- 
takinga  that  Canada  will  have  to 
tackle  after  the  war."

of  all  the  branchM  of  the  mlliUry 
■ervto*  noQ*  la  dolnv  work  of  bicher 
UMteln«M  than  tha  Canadian  Army 
I>«ntal  Corpa.  An  organtatatlon  whlcb 
worka  ailantlr,  bacause  always  m^ 
humy.  It  la  alao  ona  of  tha  leaat  ad- 
vertlaad  and  tha  laaat  quoted  of  the 
Many  activltlea  of  tha  army. 

To  tha  outalder  Uttla  la  known  of 
their  work.  To  the  aoldier  in  tha 
ranka  tha  dcntlat  la  a  yracUtloner 
whoM  banefactlona  to  mankind  are 
vallad  by  tha  aufferlnv  which  ia 
usually  aaaoclated  with  hla  minlstra- 
tiona.  This  last  relation  of  ideas,  it 
should  be  noted.  Is  unjust.  The  den- 
tist la  not  responsible  for  the  origin 
of  pain.  But  he  has  to  create  tem- 
porary aufr«rinK  in  order  to  postpone 
irreatar.  An  idea  of  the  sl8:niflc(>nce 
of  tha  Dental  Corps  to  the  army  may 
lie  estimated  when  Jt  is  stated  that  in 
the  aitriy  days  of  the  war  over  12,000 
otherwise  able-bodied  men  wbre 
turned  down  in  one  division  alone  on 
account  of  defective  teeth.  Shortly 
after  the  Oental  Corps  got  to  work 
all  of  these  were  put  Into  gOX)d  shape 
and  sent  overseas. 

Work  In  Victoria

Tho  army  dentist  l8  too  bu.sy  to  in- 
vent unnecessary  work,  so  it  may  bd 
takon  for  granted  that  thi.s  i.s  tin-  story 
*)f  only  the  imperative  treatments 
Blnca  Christmas  men  have  been  hur- 
ried overseas  so  quickly  after  enlist- 
ment that  the  work  of  the  dentist  ha.s 
been  rather  to  rid  the  men  of  their 
major  dental  troubles  than  to  put  the 
Tnouth  into  an  Ideal  condition  such 
as  the  meticulous  moneyed  civilian 
patleat    tJemands    of   his    paid    dentlHt. 

A  visit  to  the  clinic  at  the  Willows 
Camp,  where  the  new  recruits  are 
brought  In  for  mouth  examination 
almost  immediately  after  their  en- 
listment, gave  an  Idea  of  the  manner 
In  which  the  work   Is  done. 

At  this 'camp  I^leut.  .1.  K.  (iee  and 
Lieut.  J.  K.  MIM,  both  qualified  den- 
tists, are  In  charge  of  the  clinic.  Ka»h 
mornlnr  there  is  a^ntal  parade.    Kach 


soldier  has  his  own  dental  sheet, 
with  his  name  and  that  of  the  ex- 
ablner  written  in  at  the  top.  As  the 
new  recru<.ta  t;ome  In  they  are  taken, 
one  at  a  time,  placed  In  the  operat- 
ing chair,  and  carefully  but  rapidly 
examined.  An  orderly  assists  the 
officer  by  marking  on  the  dental  sheet 
any  flllings  or  extractions  which  are  ' 
called  out  by  the  examlninif  dentist, 
and  at  the  end  of  a  few  minutes 
there  is  a  clear  chart  of  the  man's 
mouth  on  record.  Work  already  done 
on  the  teeth  is  noted  by  the  exam- 
iner, and  this,  too,  is  entered  on  the 
chart,  which  is  filed.  When  the  sol- 
dier comes  up  for  attention  later  on 
the  chart  is  again  brought  out  and 
any  work  done  on  the  teeth  marked 
off  in  red  Ink. 

Important   Discoverlca 

"Have  ycHJ  been  to  a  dentiat  be- 
fore?" asked  Lieut.  Gee  of  one  of  the 
first  patients  examined  at  the  clinic 
on  a  morning  recently  '^?iifrt''k"'Colon- 
ist  reporter  was  preaent  by  Invitation 
to  hear  how  the  examination  is  con- 
ducted. 

"No,"    rciiUod    the    retjriij^ 

"Do  you  use  the  toothbruHli  regii- 
ku-ly  ?" 

"No." 

"When    did    you    use   it    last'" 

"I've    never   used    one." 

This  man  was  quietly  asked  to  pro- 
cure for  himself  a  toothbrunh  from 
the  BtoreH  department.  I'lifortunatc- 
ly,  hl.s  teeth  had  been  ho  neglecteu 
that  there  were  v.':y  few  ."^ouiid  one.-; 
left   to   care   for. 

'"Have  you  ever  been  lo  a  dentist 
before?"    the    next    patient    was   asked.

"I  used  to,  but  I  lost  my  tooth- 
bruHh    and    haven't    done    it    Hince." 

ThlH  patient  also  wa.s  suffering 
with  very  bad  conditions,  there  beln,< 
miny  decayed  Ktunip.s,  while  three 
mij-sinx  teeth,  he  stated,  had  fallen 
out   after   giving   him   ycar.s   of   pain. 

Fifteen  men  '  were  examined  in 
quick    succeasion    after    the.se    two.

Tha  army  deatal  oltnio  has  been 
atandardlaed.  In  the  Arat  plaoe.  every 
daaUat  maat  ba  a  quallAed  practitioner. 
9Ie  moat  alao  have  qnalllled  for  bis 
oommlaaloa  la  the  Intaatry.  Thla  last 
Is  insisted  upon  by  the  army,  and  un- 
doubtedly, although  It  does  not  make  a 
man  a  letter  dentist,  assists  him  In  bis 
dealing  with  the  men.  It  somettmes  re- 
4iulres  dlsoipllne  to  get  a  man  to  at- 
tend to  bis  teeth. 

Staadaad  S^atpaMtat 

The  equipment  is  also  standardised. 
There  Is  a  regulation  army  dental  chair 
which  folds  up  and  goes  In  the  box  on 
which  the  patient  rests  h'ls  feet  while 
he  is  having  his  teeth  attended  tn. 
There  la  a  regulation  dental  engine,  a 
fountain  cuspidor  with  saliva  ejector 
attached.  At  the  Willows  camp  there 
Is  a  Pelton  &  Crane  electric  stertllier 
for  ^he  instruments  after  use.  Hot 
water  is  made  with  an  electric  Imnier- 
ser,  there  being  no  hot  water  system 
at  the  camp.  The  gas  machine  Is  of  the 
newest  type,  and  with  It  it  is  possible 
to  heat  the  gas  to  the  temperature  of 
the  blood,  which  makes  It  easier  for 
the    patient    to    take. 

Although  there  Is  no  plate  work  done 
at  this  patrlcular  camp  clinic,  every- 
thing whl<;h  Is  undertaken  is  done  as 
well  as  possible,  and  would  stand  ex- 
amination beside  any  operative  work  In 
the  city.  The  fact  that  the  men  are 
dealt  with  (lulckly  at  the  initial  exam- 
ination is  not  the  measure  of  the  inter- 
est taiten  in  the  cu.ses,  as  within  the 
time  given  Ijcfore  the  men  leave  for 
oversea."!  the  most  expert  attention  i-'* 
devoted  to  bringlnK  Ihe  recruit's  teeth 
Into  the  he.st  posHlhle  condition. 
'Work    Needed 

'<)iie  out  of  every  five  men  whom 
we  examine  have  never  .seen  a  dentist." 
wtated  one  of  tlie  oWeers  at  the  ellnle. 
The  average  attention  reuuired  would 
be  about  elllht  fllllnKs  and  five  ex- 
tractions per  jiatlent.  In  one  day  two 
o|  erators  at  the  Willow.-*  ellnlr  can 
handle  .'ihuijl  1(10  men,  iniiKin:;  out  their 
lil.storv  Hheet.s  at  the  IliMt  dental  ex- 
am Inatlon.s. 

'One  thInK  I  wiioiilil  like  you  to  note," 
he  added.  He  indicated  the  dental  hlH- 
tory  sheet  on  which  one  recruit's  dental 
record  wa.s  filled  out.  Three  condltlon.s 
are  demanded;  I'lr.st,  eondltion  on  ex- 
amination: .second,  condition  on  leaving 
Canada;     third,    condition    on    disoharne. 

"You  will  note  that  no  soldier  can 
lie  dIscharKed  fiom  the  army  until  he 
is  aa  dentally  tit  aa  it  is  pos.slble  to 
make    him,"    he   explained. 

Some  Bulletins.

I>r.  Vrrrlnd^r  at  Is.sfiulmal  t  I.s  aide 
to  tell  a  Krrat  deal  and  demonstrate 
much  more  of  what  Is  belns:  done  In  a 
dental  way  for  the  soldier  who  has 
been  overseas.  Tho  work  which  conies 
within  his  jurisdiction  Is  of  a  much 
more  unusual  kind.  He  has  to  treat 
cases  of  ulccro  membranous  stoniatatis 
(popularly  known  a.M  trench  mouth) 
which  have  been  broujfht  back  by  men 
who  have  served  In  PYance.  He  has 
also  many  dlHirult  surplcal  ca«ien.  Men 
come  liack  with  unhealed  fractures  of 
tho  maxilla  which  have  received  par- 
tial treatment  In  hospital  In  Knirland 
but  from  which  the  splints  havo  to  he 
removed  or  further  attention  Riven. 
Cases  have  come  back  where  It  has 
been  necessary  fo  jfraft  bone  In  from 
the  skin  or  rib  of  the  patient,  the  bone- 
union  not  having  taken  placo  under  the 
Initial  treatment.  In  one  case  Runshot 
had  cut  away  a  bij;  pnrt  of  mandible. 
The  operation  of  ttraftlnR  In  this  |n- 
Btanco  was  ono  which  required  connld- 
erahlo    patience    and    skill. 

"Empyema  of  the  maxillary  Mlnun" 
is  a  very  technical  name  for  a  condi- 
tion which  is.  fortunately,  rare.  Com- 
monly it  Ih  called  antrim.  A  num- 
ber of  such  cases  have  been  treated 
among  the  returned  men.  the  condi- 
tion arising  most  frequently  from 
head  or  face  wounds.  One  difficult 
operation  was  tho  removal  of  a  mis- 
placed tooth,  which  had  Rrown  in 
the  roof  of  the  mouth  and  was  caue- 
iDK  trouble.  Pyrrhea  cases  are  nu- 
merous. Trench  mouth  symptoma 
are  eaaily  recognlxable,  and  Mren 
amonc  patients  many  weelia  back 
fcpm  the  front — very  rarely  amons 
patients  who  have  never  been  over- 
seas at  all — very  bad  condltiona  ars 
found.

AV'hat  may  rank  as  one  of  the  most 
curious  yicidents  of  the  war  which  is 
being  waged  on  the  enemy  submarines 
occurred  the  other  day,  when  a  Ger- 
man U-boat  voluntarily  surrendered 
to  a  lightly  armed  British  drifter. 
That  points  to  a  remarkable  change 
In  conditions  at  sea.  When  the  policy 
of  piracy  was  first  adopted  by  the 
Germans,  their  submarines  had  things 
very  much  their  own  way  because  few 
merchant  ships  were  armed  and  the 
navy  was  short  of  small  craft.  For 
some  time  the  Germans  were  able  to 
send  to  sea  a  large  number  of  U-boats, 
and  the  officers  and  men  of  those 
vessels  father  enjoyed  the  pursuit  of 
what  they  regarded  as  a  sport  which 
was  then  associated  with  little  danger. 

But  now  the  conditions  at  sea  have 
changed;  as  Commander  Rose,  one  of 
the  most  experienced  U-boat  com- 
manders, retently  explained  in  a  lec- 
ture which  he  delivered  at  Munich. 
Instead  of  being  the  hunters,  the  sub- 
marines are   hunted. 

The  number  of  patrol  craft  has 
been  enormously  increased  since  the 
Germans  began  to  sink  merchant 
ships  towards  the  close  of  1914.  Some 
indication  of  the  progress  which  is 
still  being  made  is  suggested  by  the 
action  of  the  Navy  Department  at 
Washington  in  asking  Congress  to 
vote  nearly  26,000  more  officera  and 
men  for  duty  In  the  new  destroyers 
which  are  beintr  built  In  the  yarda  ef 
the  United  Btatea  and  wUI  paaa  Into 
the  American  fleet  during  the  next 
twelve  montha  At  the  eame  time 
Britiah  ahlp^rda  will  alao  be  taming 
out  destroyers  and  other  reaaele  anlt- 
able  for  chaaing  enemy  anbmarlnee.

Recently  a  lightly  armed.  British 
drifter  had  an  enemy  submarine 
under  gunfire,  and,  doubtless  much  to 
the  drifter's  surprise,  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  Hubmarlne  Indicated 
that  he  and  his  companions  wished  to 
surrender.  The  position  of  the  Brit- 
isli  .<ikipper  wa.s  an  embarrassing  one. 
Nothing  of  the  kind  had  ever  occurred 
before — one  of  the  most  perfectly  de- 
veloped warships  of  her  particular 
type  surrenderinK  to  such  an  oppo- 
nent. The  captain  of  the  drifter 
quickly  determined  that  he  could  not 
refuse  tlie  surrender,  but  he  took  pre- 
cautions againHt  foul  play.  This  par- 
ticular Hubmarine  had  been  hunted 
for  73  hours,  and  during  that  period 
no  fewer  than   3  5  depth  charges     had 


been  dropped  near  her,  each  one  pro- 
ducing a  terrible  explosion.  The 
nerve  of  the  officers  and  men  was 
thus  broken. 

What,  It  may  be  asked.  Is  a  depth 
charge?  It  Is  one  of  the  most  deadly 
weapons  employed.  It  consists  of  a 
kind  of  nklne  which  Is  fitted  with  a 
hydrostatic  valve;  as  the  depth  charge 
sinks  in  the  water  the  pressure  in- 
creases until  it  is  sufficient  to  operate 
the'  valve,  and  then  the  depth  charge 
explodes  with  terrific  effect.  Of 
course,  the  valve  of  the  depth  charge 
can  be  set  to  practically  any  depth,  as 
circumstances  may  decide.  Some  day 
we  may  learn  first  hand  from  the 
Germans  what  it  feels  like  to  be  sub- 
merged In  the  water  when  these  de- 
vastating explosions  occur  one  after 
another  round  a  submarine.  The  crew 


must  realize  that  at  any  moment  the 
frail  hull  of  the  submarine  may  bs 
pierced;  in  that  case  dea.th  under  the 
most  agonising  <lrcunistances  Is  their 
fate.  As  Sir  Erin  Geddes  remarked 
the  other  day.  "These  depth  charges 
are  one  of  the  most  potent  weapons 
we  have  against  the  submarine." 
Commander  Rose  has  fully  confirmed 
that  conclusion.  Immediately  a  sub- 
marine is  seen,  it  is  pursued  with  re« 
source,    courage,   and    persistency.

Then  I  was  with  the  Rritiwh  I'Ifth 
Army,  and  111  tell  yon  why  they  didn't 
hold  against  thn  hoche — they  simply 
couldn't.

MUST  CARRY  OUT 
BALKAN  raUCY 


Entente  Countries  Will  Not  Pay 
Too  High  Price  for  Defection 
of  Bulgaria  From  Central 
Power  Group. 


LONDON.  S«pt.  28.— London  morn- 
ln»  newspapers.  whlln  conslderlngr 
that  an  armistice  1h  not  a  neceswiry 
preliminary  to  a  dUcuMlon  of  p^ce. 
recOKnlze  the  advanU«es  of  a  Bepar- 
lite  peace  with  Bul«arU.  They  Insist, 
however,  on  the  carnftng  out  of  the 
Allied  policy  In  the  Balkans  and  the 
MLfeRuardlng  of  the  Interests  of  Ser- 
bia,  Roumanla,   and   Greece. 

"If  Bulgaria  wants  te  negotiate,  we 
are  willing,  but  It  la  not  likely  an 
armistice  will  be  granted."  says  the 
Pally  Chronicle. 

Analysing  Bulgaria's  cry  of  distress, 
the  London  Times  finds  one  of  the 
explanations  of  the  fact  that  the  war 
never  was  popular  with  the  rank  and 
file  of  the  Bulgarian  army.  The  sol- 
diers have  realised  more  and  more  of 
late,  the  paper  asaerta.  that  the  pre- 
sent policy  of  their  country  was  not 
paying  and  never  would  pay. 

"If  anything  Is  to  come  out  of  the 
Bulgarian  request,"  The  Times  says. 
"we  must  cut  out  all  elaborate  man- 
oeuvring for  argumentative  position 
snd  come  to  the  point  without  delay. 
If  the  Bulgarians  are  willing  to  throw 
t>ver  their  allies  on  terms  which  leave 
ii«  free  to  carry  out  the  known  objeota 
of  our  Balkan  policy,  they  will  be 
well  advised  to  say  so  at  once  " 

The  only  possible  guarantees,  de- 
clares the  Dally  Telegraph  In  dis- 
cussing the  Bulgarian  peace  ijroposal, 
•are  the  surrender  of  the  Bulgarian 
armies  and  the  submission  of  the^Bul- 
garlan  people  to  the  Allies. 

The  Allied  Governments,  the  Dally 
Express  says,  will  not  pay  too  big  a 
price  for  the  distinct  advantage  of  a 
separate  peace  and  they  will  not  for- 
get Serbia.

It 
was  not  unconditional,  he  added,  but 
in  the  nature  of  the  case  he  supposed 
It  would  be  for  the  country  to 
whom  it  was  directed  to  adopt  one 
of  tiiree  course.s.  These  were:  (I) 
to  accopt  it  as  it  is.  (2)  to  impose 
conditions,    or    (3)    to   refuse   It. 

Referring  to  the  speeches  recently 
niade  In  flcrmany  regarding  a  league 
of  nations.  Loid  Robert  declared  that 
he  was  not  favorably  impressed  by 
them.      He  added: 

"The  Germans  don't  seem  to  realize 
that  you  cannot  have  a  league  of 
nationa  until  you  have  re-established 
the   sanctity   of  treaties.* 

Replying  to  the  scheme  proposed 
by  Mathlas  Erzberger,  Lord  Robert 
said: 

"Vo»i  cannot  make  a  league  of  na- 
tions the  substitute  for  victory.  You 
must  first  have  victory.  Wa-^must 
Ket  rid  of  the  Oerman  systen^  oefore 
we  can  establish  any  secure  basis  for 
peace." 


LONDON.  Sept.  28. — The  publlca-. 
tion  in  Berlin  seml-ofBclal  newspapers 
of  Bulgaria's  armistice  request  was 
the  cause  of  the  greatest  panic  In  the 
German  capital,  according  to  ad- 
vices received  at  Copenhagen  and 
forwarded  by  the  Exchange  Telegraph 
correspondent    there. 

Admiral  von  Hintze,  the  German 
Secretary  for  p-oreign  Aftairs,  acord- 
Ing  to  the  advices,  in  a  speech  before 
the  main  committee  of  the  Reichstag, 
said  that  the  difficulties  of  the  Bul- 
g.^rlans  between  the  Vardar  and  the 
Ccrna  evidently  had  not  been  favor- 
ably explained  by  Premier  Mallnoff 
and  the  Bulgarian  Government,  be- 
cause on  Thursday  Bulgaria  proposud 
to  the  lOntente  commander 'to  open 
peace  negotiations.  Admiral  von 
Hintze  said  that  fronj  the  reports, 
which  were  incoiuplele,  it  was  not  yet. 
clear  whether  the  Bulgarian  Govern- 
ment had  acted  in  accordane  with 
the  army's  de.siresj-or  upon  its  owi\ 
initiative.  There  wcro  Indications,  he 
said,  tliat  I'rcinicr  Mallnoff's  movo 
would  be  dl.'<Mvowpd  by  later  dovelop- 
nients.  He  added  that  there  wa.i 
great  excitement  in  Bulgaria  arJ  in 
influential  circles  the  people  wero 
.igalnst  an  armistice  or  any  appeal  fur 
peace. 

Ho  .said  that  the  peace  delegation 
which  It  was  reported  had  left  f  jr 
Salonlca  cn  AVedncsday,  was  still  in 
So;la  on  Thursday  and  there  evi'ler.t'y 
was   some   counter-octlon   coming. 

The  German  high  command.  tho 
Admiral  said.  had  Immediately 
thrown  all  of  the  reserves  at  its  dis- 
posal into  Bulgaria,  wh«n  the  bad 
news  from  Macedonia  became  known. 
The  Austrians  also  had  sent  forces 
and  thc3c  tceerves,  ho  eaid,  were  suf- 
ficient i.^  restore  tne  military  situa- 
tion. 

"The  situation,  however,  must  bo 
characterized  as  critical,"  Admiral 
von  Hintze  Is  reported  to  have  said, 
"but  It  will  be  clearer  in  a  fe^  days

The  Boys  Kaval  Brigade  movement 
In  Canada  la  very  largely  due  to  the 
Ihltiatlve  and  perseveranoe  of  Com- 
modore Aemlllus  Jarvto,  8.8.D.,  "the 
forOmoat  e%iIor  In  the  I^vinc4  of 
Ontario  If  not  in  the  Domlnloli  Of 
Canada,"  and  head  of  (he  ttmry  Loaffue 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  He  Is 
credited  with  belnar  personally  respon- 
sible for  the  success  which  tho  Navy 
LiOacue  has  attained  in  that  part  of 
the  Dominion,  and  as  a  man  sinoeroly 
Interested  in  the  upblilldinff  and  mala- 
tenanee  of  the  Navy  and  the  Mercan- 
tile Marino  and  the  protection  of  Im- 
perial intereatii  on  the  hlffh  seas  of  the 
world,  he  overlooked  no  honorable 
enterprise  which  mlRht  be  of  assist- 
ance In  achicvitiK  the  desired  end. 
When  elected  preMident  of  the  Ontario 
>'avy  League  he  entered  on  the  worl< 
with  enthunlasni.  The  organization 
In  that  Province  has  a  nieinbershlt)  of 
approximately  15,000,  and  with  the 
assifltancc  i>f  the  members  ho  ralHCd  a 
larse  sum  of  money  nnd  financed  the 
Boys'  BrlBailc.  which  has  recrultetl  al- 
I'eady  Home  «0()  boys,  who  will  bo 
educated  and  fltted  se  seamen  for  the 
British  Navy  and  the  Mercantile 
Marine. 

Movement    In    B.    V. 

Ontario's  example  in  the  matter  of 
the  Bo)s'  .Naval  I-<ritade  had  its  elTeot 
on  the  other  Provincfea.  The  move- 
ment in  British  Columbia  had  its  birth 
on  Mat-ch  1,  the  Victoria  branch  of 
the  Nfe\y  l>caRuc  taking  the  lead  in  the 
matter  and  appointing:  Captain  Jone:^- 
KvaiiH,  H  .<ihlpmaMter>0f  long  standinir 
and  for  many  years  an  officer  ort  the 
White  .Star  Lfne  system,  as  nauiical 
Instructor. 

The  Work  of  getting  the  lads  to- 
gether wis  not  altogether  without  its 
obstacles.  Captain  Jones-Evans  wan 
entrusted  with  the  undertaking,  and 
with  the  permission  of  Mr.  Paul, 
Municipal  Inspector  of  Hehools,  and 
A  gentleman  obviously  sympathetic 
wUh  the  scheme,  tOafletiS  "Were  dis- 
tributed la*  the  public  schools  appeal- 
ing to  the  youths  between  the  ages  of 
twelve  and  sixteen  to  t*ke  an  Interest 
in  the  Brigade  movement. 

The  following  Is  a,  list  of  some  of 
the  subjects  which  were  indicated  in 
the  said  leaflet  as  part  of  the  instruc- 
tion: 

Seamanship  (knotting.  splicing, 
compass,  etc.),  signalling  (Morse  and 
semaphore  flags),  sqiud  and  company 
drill,  rifle  exercises  and  rifle  shooting, 
boxing,  physical  drill  and  Swedish 
exercises.  flwimminiT  and  lifesaving, 
boating,  sail-making  and  others. 

The  first  w«*ek  there  were  thlrteeip 
volunteers.  These  lads  at  first  hati 
neither  rifles  nor  uniforms,  so  that 
until  June  1  the  chief  subject  taught 
was  seamanship  and  the  rigging  of

League  for  a  year  in  order  to  afford 
propor  drill  quarters.

This  was  not  the  only  progressive 
step;  about  thle  time  Petty  OfBcer 
Kills'  serviced  as  Instructor  In  squad 
and  company  drill  were  secured. 
Semaphore  drill  was  then  added  to 
the  curriculum,  and  on  June  16  one 
hundred  Ross  rifles  were  procured 
from  the  Dominion  Government, 
thanks  to  the  representations  made  by 
enthusiasts  who  were  anxious  to  see 
the  Brigade  movement  go  forward 
vapidly. 

The  class  grew.  By  the  end  of  .lune 
the  number  of  boys  had  trebled.  Out- 
fllders  t>egan  to  take  an  interest 
Twice  weekly.  Tuesdays  •sid  I'Vidays. 
the  hoys  met  in  the  eveningp  for  drill, 
rapldlN  galnlnK  confidence  Jnd  becom- 
ing more  proficient  and  apt  In  their 
response  to  the  instructor's  commands 

I^ess  than  two  months  ago.  Com- 
mander WillianiH,  of  the  Naval  Intolll- 
gence  Department,  Ottawa,  was  pres- 
ent at  one  of  the  drill  nlRhls.  He 
watched  the  lads  put  throunh  their 
pa<;e«  for  a  while,  then  firned  de- 
lightedly to  one  of  the  Navy  League 
executive  standing  near  by  and  re- 
marked: "A  smart  squad." 
First  Parade 

When  the  Jads  first  appeared  in 
public  on  Sailors'  Tag  Day,  Sept.  7, 
they  were  fifty  strong,  although  the 
Whole  number  did  not  parade  that 
day.  They  attracted  a  deal  of  notice 
marching  through  town  In  their  white 
sailor  uniforms,  white  cap.s  and  brown 
leggings,  and  when  Premier  Oliver 
addressed  them  later  at  the  Parlia- 
ment Buildings  hs  remarked  that  one 
look  at  them  was  sufficient'  to  show 
I  that  they  understood  their  mi.vsion 
The  next  time  they  appeared  in  public 
In  uniform  was  at  the  invitation  of 
Mr.  Mickllng  at  the  launching  and 
keel-laying  ceremony  at  th^  Founda- 
tion Company's  yards.  Here  again  the 
lads  attracted  a  great  amount  of  no- 
tice. Premier  Oliver  in  his  eloquent 
talk  that  afternoon  actually  address- 
ing the  young  eailors  before  he  turned 
to  the  rest  of  the  gathering.

.\lms  and  Objects 

The  object  of  the  Navy  League  in 
establishing  Ho.ss'  Naval  Brigades  was 
to  give  Ijoys  and  young  men  between 
the  ages  (>f  twelve  and  elKhteen  prae- 
tlcal  and  theoretical  instruction  in  sea- 
manahtp  to  prepare  them  for  the  ner-"' 
vice  of  the  navy  and  mercantile 
marine,  and  to  develop  habits  of  dis- 
cipline, duty  and  self-respect.  (It 
should  be  noted  that  a  fundamental 
principle  of  the  I^eague  l.s  that  its 
Wfirk  shall  be  abs(jlutely^  unconnected 
with  and  free  from  all  party  politics,) 
The  members  of  the  Boys'  Naval  Brig- 
ade as  well  as  their  parent.-?  are  lieRln- 
nlng  to  realize  The  advantalres  of  the 
training. 

It  should  be  noted  that  a  four-foot 
model  of  a  full-rigged  ship,  all  In  de- 
tail, has  been  lent  by  a  friend  of  Capt. 
Jones-Kvans  for  the  use  of  the  clasHes. 
It  is  used  to  demonstrate  aH  the  evolu- 
tions at  sea,  and  to  the  lads  them- 
selves It  Is  probably  one  of  the  most 
interesting  phases  of  their  indoor 
instruction. 

In  addition  to  the  work  with  the 
Boys'  Naval  Brigade,  there  liave  just 
been  started  the  first  of  the  navigation 
classes  for  seafaring  men.  This  course, 
which  is  Intended  to  qualify  men  for 
mates  and  masters  in  the  <'oastal  .ser- 
vice,   la    recognized    by    tho    Dominion.
